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THE POLITICAL PERIOD AND REVOLUTIONARY 

STRUGGLE IN TURKEY 



In almost all periods the political 
and economical crisis is the determi¬ 
ning factor for the general political 
scene in Turkey. Imperialism and 
oligarchy were not able to solve rele¬ 
vant problems neither with the junta 
from 12th September 1980 nor with 
the following fascist government 
ANAP. How they are even in a grea¬ 
ter impasse with the present fascist 
government of DYP-SHP. Inflation, 
poverty, unemployement, fascist state 
terror against people and revolutiona¬ 
ries are the dominant factors in our 
country's political scene today, as 
they were yesterday. 

Inflation approaches to % 100s. 
Each person out of four is unem¬ 
ployed. The national income per per¬ 
son is less than 1000 dollars at the 
average. Exterior debts are approxi¬ 
mately 70 billion dollars. Under these 
circumstances the collaborating po¬ 
wers are not able to answer any of the 
economic-democratic demands of the 
people except by attack by fascist ter¬ 
ror even to the most simple struggle 
for rights. Rights such as strike, de¬ 
monstration, pannel, meeting...etc 
which seem to exist in constitution 


and laws are not permitted. Facing the 
opposition of people against junta and 
ANAP power today's government 
came into power with promises of 
"human rights and democracy". As 
the people had completely lost any ex¬ 
pectations about the state, they tried to 
be "fresh blood" for oligarchy. 

Yet economical, political, social 
conditions in our country, escalating 
revolutionary struggle and demands 
for right of Kurdish people were the 
reason that her reality appeared after a 
short time. 

When they first came to the power 
they said "We will respect human 
rights", "There will be no more walls 
around police stations", "The time for 
staying under police detention will be 
lowered". Yet, these were their 
measures during the last six months; 
total massacres perpetrated, assasinati- 
ons in the middle of the streets and 
losses, attacks against each demand of 
workers, civil servants, people in 
shanty towns, thousands were arres¬ 
ted, tortured. This all indicates that, 
they are in fact a government of war¬ 
fare against Turkish and Kurdish peo¬ 
ples. 


Oligarchy requires much more 
massacres in order to oppress the ri¬ 
sing people's oppositions. There is so 
much importance for oligarchy in 
massacring the revolutionaries, who 
are leading in front the social opposi¬ 
tions, that the ministers of Human 
Rights and Internal Affairs participa¬ 
ted in the operation in August in An¬ 
kara, during which five Devrimci Sol 
guerillas were massacred. 

After demagogies like "We defend 
an organized society”, they attacked 
peoples' organizations and locked al¬ 
most all the democratic associations. 

Those, who had expectations into 
the power, realize more clearly today, 
that it was a lie when they said; "We 
acknowledge the Kurdish reality.". 
This power is responsible for murde¬ 
ring 3, 5 or 10, sometimes 20 or more 
persons in the region every day and 
has left the ANAP period behind in 
perpetrating massacres. The State of 
Emergency for the region, which they 
promised to remove is still present. 
The "Watchman" system, that was 
established in 1987, to serve as a part 
of the policy to create hostility among 
Kurds also still exists. 
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Facing the rising demands of 
workers and civil servants, the power, 
who declared the economical reform 
programme, which she had promised 
before the elections, did abide by none 
of them, in any case she does not have 
the strength to. Despite the inflation 
reaching 100 %s, civil servant wages 
increased at most on 27%. Against 
this policy workers, civil servants fil¬ 
led the public squares with ten thou¬ 
sands, shouting slogans; "We are in 
the right we will be victorious." The 
price for demanding their rights was 
as many times before, that they were 
confronted with police attacks. Uni¬ 
versity youths are struggling for eco¬ 
nomic-democratic rights and the fa¬ 
scist "Institution of High Leveled 
Education", which was promised to be 
removed is standing still. 

Although those in power had pro¬ 
mised to put an end to the activities of 
the "NATO Rapid Deployement 
Force"in Kurdistan, they have exten¬ 
ded the period of it instead. 

As a result, the DYP-SHP go¬ 
vernment, being unable to materialize 
whatever she promised before the 
elections, failed in the efforts to pro¬ 
vide "fresh blood" for the oligarchy. 
Without doubt, this is not a current 
situation concerning only the DYP- 
SHP government. In our neocolonised 
country there had never been econo¬ 
mical affluence, the social and politi¬ 
cal demands of people were always 
oppressed by terror and repression. 
This is the reality of the lasting fa¬ 
scism, the colony-type fascism. The 
power of today also looks for a solu¬ 
tion: inside, the dirty warfare without 
any moral values exists, which is ba¬ 
sed on oppression and massacres and 
tries to create hostility among the 
Turkish and Kurdish peoples. Beside 
these, she incites civil-fascist, bandit 
groups, that are organized by her to 
attack people, where her measures 
cannot reach completely. She uses 
chauvinism, nationalism and reac¬ 
tionary-fascist religious groups inten¬ 
tionally in a similar way. It is ob¬ 
vious, that these kinds of agressions 
will increase as the revolutionary 
combat's spreading around gaining 
more masses. 

In our country a specific characte¬ 
ristic continues till today: the state's 
game of "democracy". Yet, as the 
struggle between the state and the 
people under revolutionary leadership 


is escalating, this game stops its func¬ 
tion from day to day. Today no wor¬ 
thy expectation of our country's peo¬ 
ples for oligarchy's governments has 
remained. Laborer people are getting 
rid of the regime's influences, effects. 

There is no other alternative for 
oligarchy. Those who carried out the 
military fascist coup d' 6tats in 1971, 
1980 are conscious about the conditi¬ 
ons today, which do not fit for likely 
measures. They are trying to put 
themselves in order to get ready for a 
rising revolutionary civil war. 

Concerning the outside relations 
they carry out policy of complete de¬ 
pendency to imperialism, try to deve¬ 
lop new gaps for her influence in 
Aserbaichan, Kirgisistan, Kasakhistan 
and in other likely republics. Again 
todays' Demirel government though in 
the pretext of going towards civil war, 
states her eagerness very often to send 
armed forces to Bosnia-Hersegovnia. 

In summary, imperialist depen¬ 
dency sentences our country to a la¬ 
sting crisis in economical, political, 
social aspects, our people to destitu¬ 
tion, oppression and massacres, 
oligarchy to be unable of administra¬ 
tion and to instability. The military fa¬ 
scist coup d’etat, very often govern¬ 
ment crisises, discussing the election 
legislation after all the elections, wea¬ 
ring down governments in a short 
time, losing legitimacy even in bour¬ 
geois meaning are the results of this 
instability. This is also the reason, 
why oligarchy is unable to meet any 
demand of the laborer masses and car¬ 
ries out oppressive, brutal, terrorist 
methods. In our country the ruling 
classes make their policies essentially 
with their police-organization, MIT 
(Organization of National Informa¬ 
tion), counter-guerilla and their per¬ 
petrations. 

This objectivity marks the political 
platform in Turkey. 

Under such conditions it is an ob¬ 
ligation and a right to carry out armed 
struggle, to apply force as a method of 
revolutionary policy . Unique way to 
liberate our country and people is re¬ 
volution. There exists no other way 
for becoming a power against the ru¬ 
ling classes and fascism, to give 
struggle, to inject trust into people 
and form organizations. Armed 
struggle is the indispensible basic 
method for the struggle aiming the 
power, in neocolonies like our 


country. 

It is possible to overthrow the col¬ 
laborating power, being supported by 
imperialism only with a struggle given 
by armed forces of people masses un¬ 
der the leadership of revolutiona¬ 
ries. This appears as an obligation. 
This is legitimate. 

The aim is to organize the people 
masses in the ranks and files of revo¬ 
lution, to materialise revolution, de¬ 
spite all the attacks of imperialism and 
oligarchy. Therefore our policies and 
actions take the base of people's con¬ 
crete demands, requires. Armed 
struggle reflects these rights and con¬ 
crete demands of laborer masses and 
include the oppositions in organizati¬ 
ons. We regard strikes, resistances 
and all types of economic-democratic 
activities to be together with the 
armed struggle's basic reality. This 
method which the imperialists, 
collaborator power, and some of the 
social reformists try to abuse by 
calling it "terror", is the legitimate 
force of laborer peoples. Yet to resist 
against fascism with arms is a certain 
right for proletarian and oppressed 
people. 

Devrimci Sol is a popular mo¬ 
vement. It carries the struggle among 
the working class with the organiza¬ 
tion of DIH (Revolutionary Workers 
Movement), among the youth of uni¬ 
versities with the DEV-GENQ 
(Revolutionary Youth) of the lycees 
with the LDG (Revolutionary Youth 
Of Lycees), among teachers with 
DOH (Revolutionary Teachers Mo¬ 
vement), among intellectuals of all 
professions, among women, people li¬ 
ving in poor regions, shanty towns 
with other revolutionary organizati¬ 
ons. Again in the cultural, artistic 
field with the DKH (Revolutionary 
Culture Movement) 

It is possible for the revolution to 
be victorious by carrying the struggle 
and organization process in this own 
richness of it, having self-confidence, 
analysing the country's own specific 
conditions, by an independant political 
path and a Marxist-Leninist leader¬ 
ship. Our political practice for 15 
years is the key of our success. 

Our movements' combat is based 
on this understanding and our struggle 
for independence, democracy and so¬ 
cialism will accomplish absolutely. 


WE ARE THE PEOPLE, WE ARE IN THE RIGHT WE WILL BE 

VICTORIOUS! 
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THE STRUGGLE OF WORKERS AND 
CIVIL SERVANTS IS DEVELOPING 


During the strike of municipal workers. 


In the recent months June and Au¬ 
gust there had been progress in the 
struggle of working class and civil 
servants. The one point, which distin¬ 
guished these periods from others, 
was the realization of solidarity bet¬ 
ween workers and civil servants. 

The American directed fascist 
junta had been carried into effect for 
the aim to supress the struggle of 
revolutionaries, labourer peoples and 
workers with blood. And one of the 
first measures was putting ban on the 
unions and strikes. The fascist junta 
had taken back all the democratic 
rights, which had been gained till 
then. The factories, firms and state 
departments had been arranged in a 
way almost like millitary barracks. 
Thousands of revolutionary workers 
had been dismissed without any com¬ 
pensation. There had been cases, 
which were held with death sentence 
demands even for the leaders of re¬ 
formist unions. The aim was to intimi¬ 
date the whole working class and to 
supress it with fear. The only union, 
which was kept untouched, was 
TURK-IS, which was under the influ¬ 
ence of CIA. Afterwards the workers 
were forced to become members of 
this union. The general secretary of 
TURK-IS was a person, who had par¬ 
ticipated in the policies against 
workers and labourers as the Minister 
for Work and Social Security of 
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junta's government. The revolutionary 
leaders of the working class had been 
put into prisons and dozens of cases 
were held against each one of them. 

In 1985 the unionized activities 
were again permitted. Yet it was a 
"right", that remained only in theory 
and not in real daily practice, because 
the new legal system was arranged in 
such a way, that the unions had to act 
under complete supervision of the 
state. Lockout had existed in the new 
constitution, and to go for a strike had 
become nearly impossible. Strikes 
were no more one of the weapons for 
struggling. While the employer insti¬ 
tutions had expressed their opinions 
every day and every hour, it was for¬ 
bidden for the unions to get involved 
with politics in any aspects. But the 
struggle of the workers had started to 
grow again. The factors causing this 
were inflation, increasing in the cost 
of life, the conflicts, which get deeper 
in economical, political and social 
aspects, the oppression on the workers 
and the improvement in the revolu¬ 
tionary struggle. The MIGROS strike, 
that was materialized under the leader¬ 
ship of DEVRIMCI ISCI HARE- 
KETI (Revolutionary Workers Mo¬ 
vement) was the first successful strike 
after the junta period. And in the fol¬ 
lowing years the resistance of workers 
from MAG A, Pasabahge and munici¬ 
pal workers under the leadership of 


Devrimci Isgi Hareketi caused new 
progresses in the struggle. During the 
whole period the Labour day had 
been kept alive by our organization. 
And from the year 1987 it was carried 
to the public squares with 
participation of masses. The actions, 
which were done against fascism, 
gave trust to the working class, to the 
whole labourer people. 

Working class, who had managed 
what had needed skill, had hold the 
weapons of strike and union again. At 
the first stage the worker class tried 
to get used to be in the squares with 
some passive protesting actions like 
hunger strike, meal boycott, leaving 
the work together (for the health ex¬ 
cuse) refusing to cut beard etc. And it 
had reached the summit in the end of 
the 1990. After many examplary resi¬ 
stance-activities in firms and 
factories, 50.000 mine worker in 
Zonguldak had begun a resistance 
with their wives and children. Under 
the pretext of going on Gulf War, the 
police and army forces had formed 
barricade on the way of mine workers, 
who were walking to capital city 
Ankara with a hundred thousand 
people. The yellow union managers, 
who had accepted to come to this 
point only because of the force of the 
base, had got afraid of this threats and 
betrayed the workers. 

In order to support the resistance 
of mine workers of Zonguldak there 
had been 3th February general strike 
through whole Turkey. In order to or¬ 
ganize support, Devrimci Sol had 
made activities wherever organized. 
Our people living in the districts had 
pulled down the shutters, stopped the 
cars' functions, put off the lights, the 
youth had organized boycotts. The 
general strike had its place among 
other examples in the struggle history 
of our peoples. 

The action of mine workers as a 
good example had created the source 
for the solidarity in the following 
strikes of Maga leather and Pasabah^e 
glass workers. During the resistance 
all the people living in the district had 
supported them and they were also 
with their families. Devrimci Is^i Ha¬ 
reketi (Revolutionary Workers Mo¬ 
vement), which had led the resistance 
activities, had gained many experien¬ 
ces with them. The slogan "We are in 
the right we will be victorious ", 
which was sent as a massage to oligar- 
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chy and our peoples from the court 
saloon of junta, as the defense of our 
movement, today had been the insepa¬ 
rable part of the struggle of the 
worker class. During the period of 
these resistance the demands and 
slogans of the workers had occured to 
be more in the political frames besides 
the economic ones. The slogans like 
"We will ask for account from the 
torturers", which was shouted against 
the police and gendarmy, who tried to 
attack, or the slogan "Wait Ankara, 
we are coming", or slogans expres¬ 
sing the hostility of powers against la¬ 
bourer peoples like "The fat of 
Cankaya*, the enemy of workers" 
indicate this fact. From 1987 till now 
there had been dozens of strikes. 
Some of them was broad and 
widespread, some were small and 
hundred thousands of workers had 
participated in them. This is the 
consequense of the developing 
conflicts in economic-politic aspects 
and improving revolutionary struggle. 

It was forbidden for the civil ser¬ 
vants to establish unions and to go for 
a strike in all the periods. But they 
had entered the year 1990 building 
their "civil servant unions” despite the 
countering laws. The first actions of 
the civil servants were materialized in 
the health sector. The struggle of 
Devrimci Memur Hareketi 
(Revolutionary Civil Servants Mo¬ 
vement), which was in the managing 
position in Istanbul section of THD 
(Nurse Association of Turkey) had 
spread gradually to the other fields 
and sectors. It got more stronger with 
BEM-DER among the civil servants of 
the municipals, with SAGLIK-SEN 
among the civil servants of health 
field, and in general aspects with 
KAM-SEN. Today the civil servants 
are getting organized in almost all the 
sectors. 

The struggle of the civil servants, 
which had risen after 1990 June, had 
left the period of fighting for the right 
of "union with strike and total 
contract". It has become the part of 
the revolutionary struggle and our 
people today, with the strikes and the 
resistance. 

The large demonstrations in June 
of 1990, which had occured for the 
very first time in the history of our 
country and in which more than ten 
thousand civil servants had participa¬ 
ted; the one day symbolic strikes, the 
solidarity strikes with the workers, 
had been organized by the structure of 
our movement for the field of civil 
servants called Devrimci Memur Ha¬ 
reketi (Revolutionary Civil Servants 
Movement) The solidarity and the to¬ 


getherness of the struggles of the 
workers and civil servants in August 
is the consequence of these impro¬ 
vements. 

Both the DIH (Revolutionary 
Workers Movement) and DMH 
(Revolutionary Civil Servants Mo¬ 
vement) are leading the action periods 
in Turkey and Kurdistan. The distinc¬ 
tion between the approaches of them 
and other unions is realized quite in a 
clear way with their radical struggle 
path. This situation gives the civil- 
servant and worker masses a trust and 
increases the sympathy more each day. 
In the summer time the resistance of 
Istanbul Big City, Kagithane and 
Kartal county municipal workers had 
grown under the leadership of DIH 
and for the first time they had over¬ 
come the police hindrace by fighting. 
Also the efforts to break the strike 
were made functionless by rejecting in 
a radical way. The strike of municipal 
workers with more than 40.000 people 
in various cities like Istanbul, Adana, 
Ankara, Trabzon, was postponed on 
the 14th day in an illegal way by the 
government’s order. For that all the 
bourgeois societies were in coopera¬ 
tion with each other. The fascist cha¬ 
racter of the government, who talks 
extravagancly about "democracy" ap¬ 
peared once more with this event. 

Although their strike is postponed, 
their experience is of great impor¬ 
tance. Besides the other resistance like 
hunger strikes against the oppression 
and the dismissing of workers of Ka¬ 
githane and Kartal had reached to their 
goal by the support from other 
worker-civil servant parts. Sometimes 
they had made demonstrations with 
more than ten thousands. With these 
they had not only expressed their de¬ 
mands in the economical framework 
but also they aimed the govenment di¬ 
rectly, with their political demands 
and exibition towards the power. The¬ 
refore this period had provided the 
peoples' masses to get more involved 
in politics. 

All this result is reached not only 
with the masses' actions and resistance 
but together with all action forms le¬ 
gal or illegal and workers’ actions on 
the bases of revolutionary force 
against the fascist terror of the state. 
This formed the millitia organization 
among the workers. Besides these the 
struggle's way got clearer also with 
the actions like bombing, raiding and 
punishing against the hostiles of the 
workers like monopoly owners, em¬ 
ployer societies and institutions, the 
managers of the yellow unions, strike 
breakers. For instance during the 
campaign for the dismissing of the 



workers, manymonopoly institution 
had been raided and bombed, 
hundreds of banners were hung 
hundred thousands of declarations 
were delivered, illegal demonstrations 
were organized. During the resistance 
in Maga leather the helicopter of the 
employer was bombed. During the re¬ 
sistance of cargo and airway workers 
the private firms breaking the strike , 
and during the strike of glass workers 
in Pasabah?e the general management 
belonging to the employer were bom¬ 
bed. According to the same under¬ 
standing two of the employer societies 
and the represantative of the yellow 
union, which had attacked the munici¬ 
pal workers during the strike had been 
bombed, the firms and cars belonging 
to the management of the municipal 
had been molotoved, bombed and 
warned. The workers had fought 
against the strike breakers with their 
teams having sticks and stones as 
guns. This is a new period in the 
struggle of the worker class. 

Although the government claims 
that it has the peoples' support it has 
got another blow with the action pe¬ 
riod of workers and civil servants. 
Furthermore of strikes and resistance 
they also had warned the fascist power 
by screaming that they are together 
with the revolutionaries, protesting 
the "massacres" and "executions 
without warrant" in Turkey and 
Kurdistan. All of these indicate that 
the struggle of the worker class is 
going to make more powerful attempts 
in the following days.

KURDISH PEOPLE WILL BE 
VICTORIOUS 


Kurdish people, who had real¬ 
ized about 20 revolts, most of them 
locally within the history of the Re¬ 
public of Turkey, had been con¬ 
fronted with massacres all the time. 
The Kurdish people were promised 
to be given autonomy before the Li¬ 
beration War, which had ended 
with the construction of the re¬ 
public of Turkey. As these pro¬ 
mises were not abided by, after the 
war the Kurdish people had re¬ 
volted for many times. But they had 
been defeated everytime because 
they lacked the correct leadership, 
organization and because of the lo¬ 
cal character of the revolts. The last 
was in 1938 in Dersim. This was a 
broad scaled one and had continued 
for 7 years. The consequences were 
massacring of 90.000 people and a 
big wave of exile and immigration. 

The Kurdish people, whose re¬ 
volt initiations had been suppressed 
brutally each time, had got into a 
deep silence after the year 1940. 
Massacres had intimidated our 
people. Furthermore, as the capi¬ 
talist relations started to grow also 
in Kurdistan through the neo-colo- 
nization policies, this created wrong 
illusions as if something was chang¬ 
ing, the life standards would occur 


in a better way. But the years pas¬ 
sing indicated neither a serious 
change in life standards nor 
provided the basic rights for 
freedom for Kurdish people. 

KURDISH PEOPLE IS 
ISOLATED FROM ITS 
OWN IDENTITY 

The existance of Kurdish people 
is denied since the beginning of the 
republic for 70 years. Their exis¬ 
tance had been acknowledged dur¬ 
ing the Liberation War (1918-1920) 
then they had representatives in the 
first council, and were promised 
autonomy after the war. Although 
they had fought for liberty against 
imperialist occupation, the promises 
were not abided by. 

The chuvenist slogan, which ex¬ 
presses in the best way, the denial 
of the existance of Kurdish people 
is "How great it is to say I'm 
Turk". The policies of genocide and 
assimilation had become a marking 
reality of Turkey, where there ex¬ 
ists two nations - Kurdish and 
Turkish - and many minorities. 
Kurdish people, whose language 


and culture is forbidden, can even 
not call its children with Kurdish 
names. And even more the fascist 
state had claimed that there did not 
exist a language Kurdish. The assi¬ 
milation of Kurdish people was 
aimed in Turkey, where the edu¬ 
cation of Kurdish is not allowed, 
where there does not exist any 
scientific institution, university to 
make researches about the Kurdish 
history, culture or language. In or¬ 
der to make the assimilation policy 
serve in the most effective way, op¬ 
pression, torture and state terror are 
applied together with it. 

Although the fascist govern¬ 
ments of the last one year had 
started to declare that they ack¬ 
nowledge the Kurdish reality, as the 
national struggle had reached to 
high degrees, this does not have any 
meaning rather than being a dema¬ 
gogy. The fact is, they now pro¬ 
nounce the word Kurd but they do 
not make any steps forward for the 
solution of it. Furthermore they are 
in an "agreement in national frame¬ 
works" that the Kurdish matter 
should be solved by "applying more 
force". 


THE FASCIST POWER WANTS TO SOLVE THE KURDISH MATTER WITH 

TERROR 


As the result of the developing 
struggle the fascist state had to ack¬ 
nowledge the Kurdish reality. But still 
the "state terror" is being escalated in 
both Kurdistan and Turkey. Fascism 
lacks any possible potential to find a 
solution for it. The real solution is 
only with the Revolutionary People's 
Power, which will be constructed by 
the peoples of Turkey from all 
nations. 

Despite of this fact the government 
will have to take some steps unwil¬ 
lingly facing the rising struggle For 
the moment she is trying to "solve” it 
applying "special war" and counter¬ 
guerilla methods and she does not 
seem to be in favour of giving any 
concessions. The aim of the go¬ 
vernment is to exterminate the 
struggle at first and then to evade the 
matter with a few pieces of rights. Yet 
it is realized also by the bourgeois po- 
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liticians today that the solution with 
terror is impossible. 

Even if the government gets oblig¬ 
ed to make some reforms by the forc¬ 
ing of the struggle, she will never give 
up the terror weapon. Today's power 
had proved this many times. When 
they were establishing the coalition 
power -DYP-SHP-, they had put in 
the program to give the democratic 
rights of the Kurdish people. Now 
they cry with massacres. After they 
had started to act a thousand people 
including the patriotic journalists, had 
been killed. 

Although it was promised to the 
people that they could greet the tra¬ 
ditional day Newroz, none of them 
were allowed and the price of Newroz 
for our people had been 117 deaths. 

After the Newroz massacre the go¬ 
vernment had escalated the terror even 
more. And she started some prova-

cations in order to cause mass evacu¬ 
ations. The city Simak was destroyed 
completely on the 18th of August with 
a provacation, which is planned by the 
commanders of the "special war" and 
counter-guerilla. Thousands of people 
had been taken under detention and 
torture, hundreds of them had got 
wounded and dozens were killed. And 
all the houses in the city had been 
bombed and fired. The only solution 
for the people was to immigrate. 








THE SOLUTION FOR THE KURDISH MATTER IS WITH THE ANTI-IMPERIALIST- 
ANTI-OLIGARCHIC POPULAR REVOLUTION 


We, Devrimci Sol, as the Marxist- 
Leninist represantative of Turkish, 
Kurdish peoples and peoples from 
other nations (Lazes, Arabians, Cir- 
cessians, Armenians, Georgians etc.), 
believe that the solution for the 
Kurdish matter is with the REVOLU¬ 
TIONARY PEOPLES GOVERN¬ 
MENT. Because of that reason we 
want a revolution all the peoples in 
Turkey will participate and fight for. 
We are a Marxist-Leninist organi¬ 
zation. We regard the matter of orga¬ 
nizing and fighting for revolution on 
the base of class-approach but not on 
the base of a national one. This must 
occur as fighting together through the 
same programme, under one party, 
having common organization. Al¬ 
though our approach is in this way, 
we support the patriotic, nationalist 
Kurdish organizations. The struggle of 
the Kurdish people must aim at the 
imperialist forces occupying the re¬ 
gion as it aims at fascism. The na¬ 
tionalist movement for instance does 
not follow any attitude against the 
"Rapid Deployement Force" stationed 
in Kurdistan in order to hinder the 
revolutionary progress of the people. 

We, as Devrimci Sol defend the 


self-determination of the Kurdish 
people and fight with this under¬ 
standing. As a part of this war we 
carry punishment actions against the 
generals, torturers, the counter¬ 
guerilla members, who perpetrate 
massacres against the Kurdish people. 
Our movement is the organized power 
of the Kurdish and Turkish people. 
We certainly have some problems still 
in fulfilling our tasks in an exact way 
compared with the improvement in 
our struggle. But we are fighting for it 
and we have strong dynamics, to 
create development. We, with our 
cadres and leadership, which have 
Kurdish, Turkish and comrades from 
other nations, are in an ideological 
accord for this subject. Because of this 
reason we had regarded our guerilla 
activities and organizations in the 
cities and mountains of Kurdistan to 
carry great importance. Since the 
Dersim revolt an action aiming at the 
state's forces had been materialized 
for the first time by the Devrimci Sol 
guerillas in 1980. The gendarmy 
station had been raided and the 
gendarmes were disarmed. The 
guerilla activities, which had 
continued till 1985 had experienced an 


interruption because of the effection of 
the defeat during junta period. We 
have organized these activities in the 
last years again and the guerillas of 
Devrimci Sol have started the actions, 
which are not yet complicated. We are 
a power developing and getting 
stronger with struggle and organi¬ 
zation forms besides the guerilla 
struggle. 

Devrimci Sol fights in order to 
make the struggle of the Kurdish 
people gain a route within the class 
approach, to overthrow the fascism 
with the united struggle of the 
peoples, to give an end to the exis- 
tance of the imperialism in Turkey and 
Kurdistan.

On the 16 th and the 17 th of April the districts of Qiftehavuzlar, Ustbostanci, Erenkoy and Sahrayi Cedit have 
experienced dreadful massacres, which the fascism had perpetrated in fear and panic.

Those, who had perpetrated the massacres were many and possessed a developed military and technical equip¬ 
ment. Yet, it was panic and fear, what determined their attitudes and personalities. They had not got any single 
belief, any conviction. Though they were in hundreds, their fear was enourmously great. After our comrades' resi¬ 
stance, which lasted for 8 hours, they fired to the sky, hung up their flag in the enterance in order to get over this 

: ' 

They were not able to blacken the heroic resistance of our comrades. Also the bourgeois press and TV, which are 
the active instruments of counter-revolutionary propaganda of the oligarchy, have not been able to hide the shouts, 
the strong belief and the heroic resistance of our martyr comrades of 16-17 April. AND IN THE END WE ARE 
THE ONES WHO HAD WON: 

This booklet comprises the last words and the lives of the members of DEVRIMCI SOL, who had become martyrs 
on the lfft and ifo of April. After half an hour the beginning of the encounter, they informed the chairwoman 
of TAYAD, Fatma Sesen about the operation, hour after hour, minute after minute. 

We publish the complete call. 

Here we proudly want to repeat the words of our comrades; SABO, EDA and TASKIN, they had told to a friend 
before they had been killed by torturers, after an 8 hours battle on the 16^-17^ of April in their base in Cifteha- 
vuzlar. These words will reach to all peoples of the world, as they demanded from us. 

We promise to carry out the obligation of their words, which were spoken among the hail of bombs and bullets, 
which expresses the strength, determination, courage of the working people, and revolutionaries and which broke 
down the minds of the murderers.The working people and the revolutionaries have the strength to abide by this 
promise. We believe in that and we PROMISE BY OATH TO! 


THE LAST WORDS 


0.02 a.m: 

(A woman's voice on the phone) 

- Hello 

They have surrounded our house. It has been half an hour 
now. I'm in the flat with two comrades. We check them 
for half an hour. We burnt all documents in the bathroom. 
Not any single thing is left. Soon they will start shooting. 
We are going to fight. We are going to meet NIYAZI, 
APO and HAYDAR . We are going to meet the martyrs 
of the 12*k of July*. My comrade standing beside me 
wants to talk with you. 

EDA: We are going to die as fighters of DEVRIMCI 
SOL for the peoples of Turkey. We are very well. We 
are very calm. Like our martyr comrades of 12th July, in 
Malatya *, and in Kizildere* we also are going to embrace 
death fighting with a smile on our lips. 

LONG LIVE DEVRIMCI SOL! 

LONG LIVE OUR LEADER DURSUN KARATAS! 
LONG LIVE OUR ARMED REVOLUTIONARY 
UNITS! 

Farewell, we love you and our peoples very much. 

SABO: We are calling you because you are the chairwo¬ 
man of TAYAD*. We want you to publish, what you hear 
and what we say in your paper for the peoples of the 
world. Surch ... Leave the flat and immidiately call this 
number. Keep your phone free. Call at once. Have you 
heard any news about Sinan? Ask for Sinan. Listen to the 


news. Try to find something. Wait a moment... 

I repeat. Our house is surrounded. We check them for half 
an hour. We have burnt all the documents, even our iden¬ 
tity-cards. The shooting will soon start. We are going to 
fight. We are going to die with smiles on our lips like our 
comrades martyring in bases, streets, in Malatya moun¬ 
tains, like comrades Hamiyet and Olcay . 

We are going to fight here as befiting fighters of 
DEVRIMCI SOL. We demand from you to tell all these 
to the world's peoples by the help of your paper. You are 
our witness. Everything you are going to hear now, 
shall be recorded word by word and reported. We want 
to get burned nearby the 12^ July martyrs. Our coffins 
shall be covered with the flag of DEVRIMCI SOL. Our 
people must take part. Help our families and inform them. 
I have to replace now and will phone you again soon. 
Keep the wire free. 

1.20 a.m. 

SABO: Have you heard anything of Sinan? Have you 
called him? Have you heard the news? They are talking 
about him. Please keep the wire free. If you have to 
phone, go outside. 

(Shoots can be heard from the phone) 

They have started, can you hear? Do you want me to re¬ 
place?

Two numbers 
exist, they shall phone them. They say that they had killed 
Sinan. 

(Eda 's voice can be heard) 

EDA: You must not touch even a hair of Sinan!. 

SABO: The cops are swearing all the time. Especially me 
they are swearing at. But they get the answer they deserve. 
Probably you can hear. When they came, they said they 
were from the tax office. They called me with "Madam 
Sabahat”. 

(Shoots and slogans can be heard, doorbell is continuosly 
ringing and the door is being beaten)

SABO: When we had looked through the spy-hole, we 
saw policemen in bulletproof vests.

(Shoots, it is beaten against the door and it is able to hear 
the swearings of police) 

.You whores! Come out,open the door! to the right,

EDA'S VOICE: Come! Do come with your tanks and 
heavy weapons! You even fear our corpses after all! We 
will follow you to your dreams. You quake with fear. 
Do come in! You even don't dare to show your toes. 
Don't think that you will be able to hide. You be 
wrong. Even if there is one single hole, we will come 
through. Never ignore that you won't be able to escape 
from our popular justice.

(Again swearing by the police can be heard.)

The cops are talking about an apartment and mention the 
names of Sinan and Giines. They say that they had attac¬ 
ked a lot of flats. This might be a blow. You have to get 
information and listen to the news.

(it's possible to hear the swearings by the police and the 
comrades' answers) 

- We will bloom like red pinks all over the country. 
EDA'S VOICE: The flag of DEVRIMCI SOL will 
wave all over the country. 

(words of the police about Sinan and swearings, that are 
not exactly understood) 

THE ANSWERS: You must not touch Sinan! Our com¬ 
rades will punish you. Nothing will be able to save you! 

SABO: I think and want to help my comrades. I force 
myself. I don’t know how they've found us. I don't know 
but when I have been out this morning, everything has 
been allright. I've met ... But I haven't noticed anything 
there. It all happened today, it is the problem of one day. I 
think and try to find out what is the reason, but I have no 
idea. We've burnt all documents in the bathroom. We al¬ 
ways have a can filled with oil there. We've burnt all 
identity cards and also the money. We don't want them to 
get anything. Sorry. There is still some money in our poc¬ 
kets, we haven't controlled them yet. We've burnt all, 
nothing is left. We want you to transmit this. Now 
nothing is left. 

(shoots and slogans) 

SABO: Can you hear? I have two more comrades. 
Valuable comrades, they've fought very well. 

(slogans and shoots of MP-5 and G-3) 

EDA'S VOICE: My people - don't believe them, they 
are lying. 

(7 can not hear the rest, while they are talking to the peo¬ 
ple) 

SABO: THE PEOPLE OUTSIDE ARE ALL ON OUR 
SIDE: Except for one woman only. We've given her the 
answer she deserved. You have to inform the newspaper 
to send journalists here. I want to see the friends. Send 
the mothers of TAYAD here. Our adress: near the 
Meteorological Institute in Goztepe, parallel to the Bagdad 
Street, in the Karasu high-rise building. You’ll realize 
because of the police contingent when you're coming near. 

(At every break of the speach she says "FAREWELL", 
shoots and slogans can be heard) 
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SABO: I'm wounded at the arm, it's a shot passing 
right through. But I can continue shooting. They're 
trying to blow the wall of the bathroom. 

(An explosion, and slogans) 

SABO: They only could blow a small whole into the 
wall. We have strengthened it. 

(It can be heard that furnitures are carried and pulled) 
SABO: They've known exactly that I'm here. They say 
they had killed Sinan. They're talking about an Ikizler- 
Apartment. Right - that's "Uncle"! Listen to the news and 
inform me. I'm thinking how I can help my comrades. 
How it happend and how it has developed I don't 
know. This morning I've met .... I've been "clean". 
This morning everything has been o.k., I'm sure it all 
happened later this morning. 

(7 tell her that I had spoken with press. They said they 
could not listen to the police radio. I tell her the reason 
why the operation had happened, that two different flats 
had been raided, that there were three deaths in one of 
them , that Sinan ‘s name was among them.) 

SABO: We are calm, we are well. We are going to fight 
till the last drop of our blood. 

(It can be heard that they are responding the police.) 
EDA'S VOICE; Do come with your tanks and canons, 
you cowards! 

(Again swearings by the police and the answers:) 

EDA: You sewer rats! You're only able to think with 
your prick! 

(The shoots become more frequent.)

(frequent shoots and slogans:)

(Now they can't come to the phone so often. To come to 
the phone they have to creep over the floor.

SABO: They are preparing the forcing of the door. The 
phone is placed beside the door, therefore we can't come 
anymore. Now we draw back. They are entering. 

(The last call)

ON THE LIPS! SEND REGARDS TO MY HUSBAND

(The noise of the shoots is terribly loud like hundreds 
would shoot.

7.25 a.m: 

(The line is cut off...) 
















THEIR LIVES 


Sabahat Karatas (SABO) 
( 1953 -...) 

THE 22 YEARS AS A 
REVOLUTIONIARY SHE HAS 
WORKED 14 YEARS 
SUCCESSFULLY IN 
UNDERGROUND 



She was the daughter of a poor 
Kurdisch family. She had spent her 
childhood in Nusaybin and Diyabakir. 
In 1970 she begun to study philosophy 
at the literary faculty in Istanbul. She 
was an active member of DEV-GENQ 
(Devrimci Genglik - Revolutionary 
Youth). She worked at a factory while 
studying. She was also a leading one 
among the workers. In every factory, 
which she has worked she got elected 
as a factory committee member. Until 
1976 she worked at the IYODKD 
(Istanbul High Educational Cultural 
Association). At these years she wor¬ 
ked among the workers and tried to 
organize them. At the same time she 
was working with the young persons 
of DEV-GENQ. She was respected by 
all her activities among youth as mili¬ 
tant member of DEV-GENQ. In 1976 
she founded the DKD (Revolutionary 
Women Association) together with her 
friends and worked in its Manage¬ 
ment. In the Gecekondus (shanty 
towns) and in the factories she orga¬ 
nized the women. 

After founding of DEVRIMCI 
SOL she started working in the under¬ 


ground organization and from then on 
SABO was an exemplary fighter of 
underground. 

After the fascist coup d'etat from 
the 12*° September, its attacks against 
the organisation, blows that were ex¬ 
perienced were not able to shake her 
determination. Retreat, individual 
worries, despair and fear have been 
foreign to her nature. She continued 
working with the masses in the Gece¬ 
kondus and became a leader of the 
people. 

In 1982 she had taken new tasks as 
the result of her determined working 
and attitude, her consistent and unti¬ 
ring character. In 1983 she was elec¬ 
ted to the Central Committee of 
DEVRIMCI SOL. In these years the 
struggle had to be continued in spite 
of a pessimistic atmosphere, betrayal, 
resignation, despair and intimidations. 
But SABO managed to be always un¬ 
beaten. Despite the difficulties she 
proved and teached the persons around 
by her life, that the struggle had to be 
continued. It happened that she had to 
flee from the police. It happened that 
she had to spend the night outside 
with documents and archives of the 
organisation in a bag. Some days she 
had to go armed to a very risky mee¬ 
ting, at other days she had to run 
around to organize hundreds of ac¬ 
tions, to find persons to deal with the 
many tasks, to try to get over the 
works that required intense effort. 
And she never cared only about her¬ 
self and said : "That is none of my 
bussiness" 

Although she had many health 
problems, she gave her whole energy 
to develop the struggle. At some days 
she fainted on the streets, but she ne¬ 
ver said that she was sick and deman¬ 
ded to have a rest. Her organization 
and her comrades carried priority 
among every other thing for her. 

SABO had been a worker for re¬ 
volution. For her, there existed no 
difference between small or great 
tasks. For her, there existed no other 
life style rather than the life marked 
by revolutionary work. She was a re¬ 
volutionary, who assimilated being a 
member of DEVRIMCI SOL. She se¬ 
riously realized the importance of a 
principled activity in an underground 
organization. 

She had been a good organizator of 
the masses. She affected every person, 
whom she talked with and mobilized 
them for the struggle. The working 


people of the Gecekondus (shanty 
towns) of Istanbul knew her very 
well. For them SABO was a devoted 
friend and a hard-working 
revolutionary with time for every one. 
One night she was with the comrades, 
the other night she spent with the 
people of Gecekondus and spoke with 
them as one of them about the 
political struggle. 

The streets of Istanbul knew SABO 
very well. And she knew the city like 
the back of her hand. By the help of 
this quality of hers, she had been able 
to shake off the torturers, who were 
pursuing her for many times. 

Comrade SABO had been an un¬ 
derground fighter of DEVRIMCI 
SOL. She was a specialist in under¬ 
ground. She was disciplined, she al¬ 
ways obeyed the necessary rules and 
fought against each attitude having li¬ 
beralism or neglection of some tasks. 
Also even when she thought a decision 
to carry mistakes, she obeyed it. But 
she always criticized wrong decisions 
afterwards very sharp. 

Our SABO has been courageous. 
She cleaned many bases, after her 
comrades had got arrested in order to 
prevent new arrestments. While she 
was doing this, she met the torturers 
several times. With the help of her 
very strong nerves, she managed to 
escape from them each time. She had 
never been captured by the enemy, du¬ 
ring her revolutionary life for 22 
years and activity in underground for 
14 years. The fact that she had never 
become arrested had not been because 
she had shirked. She had always been 
in the streets, in the activity, but she 
always obeyed the conspiratory rules. 
Fascism was not able to find out how 
and where she had been working and 
even could'nt identify her correctly 
after the 17^ of April. 

Comrade SABO had been married. 
Also in that case she had been exem¬ 
plary. Her marriage had been signed 
by a revolutionary life. She handled it 
very carefully, even the persons wor¬ 
king together with her did not know 
about it until her death 

She had been an example of the 
new human of the future society . 

A life, which is marked by a never 
submitting fight against betrayal, 
retreat and double moral standards, 
could only be ended in this way. 
"They can never and under no con¬ 
dition get me without resist-ance!" 
she always had said. 
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Your last words, comrade SABO, 
are enough to express your whole life 
and your struggle: "We are embra¬ 
cing death with our weapons in our 
hands and our slogans on our lips. 
Send regards to my husband and 
leader, the leader of DEVRIMCI 
SOL. I want you to send regards to 
all my comrades. FAREWELL." 
When you have said this, you have 
been full of hope, confidence and be¬ 
lief. Farewell you too, our brave he¬ 


roine SABO. Sleep well, if we give up 
the revolution, we will be traitors. 

Well, comrade SABO, you have 
carried out your last mission success¬ 
fully as always. With your 22 years of 
revolutionary life and your exemplary 
resistance, you have left a great inhe¬ 
ritance. You have been an exemplary 
revolutionary and an exemplary com¬ 
panion through life. You have been an 
exemplary fighter of DEVRIMCI 
SOL. Your resistance together with 


the comrades EDA and TASKIN, with 
the weapons m the hands and the vic¬ 
tory sign has marked our conscious¬ 
ness as an important part of our hi¬ 
story of revolution. 

We shall never forget and never 
shame the comrade SABO, member of 
the Central Committee of DEVRIMCI 
SOL, who fell on the 17^ April 1992 
at 7.25 a.m. in heroic resistance. 


Sinan Kukul 
(1956 - ...) 

HE HAS BEEN A LEADER, 
WHO COULD NOT BECOME 
INTIMIDATED BY PRISON 
AND TORTURE.... 



He was the son of a Laze* family 
from Trabzon/Besikdiizu. In 1974, 
when he came to Istanbul to attend 
Istanbul Technical University, he got 
to know the revolutionary struggle 
and became one of the leaders of 
DEV-GENQ. He was elected to the 
first chairman of IYOD (Istanbul High 
Educational Association), which was 
the legal platform of DEV-GENQ in 
those times. After the ban of IYOD, 
he took part in the construction and 
founding of a central youth organiza¬ 
tion. He then became the General Se¬ 
cretary of the 1st. DEV-GENQ 
(Istanbul Revolutionray Youth Asso¬ 
ciation). 

He was a leading cadre, who per¬ 
manently developed new tactics and 
determinations to strengthen the orga¬ 
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nization. He was a teacher. At many 
discussions it was sufficient to end it 
and to solve the problem by saying: 
'Tve spoken with Kukul, he ragards it 
like that." He took part in all tasks as 
a militant member of DEV-GENQ. 
His leadership was nothing similar to 
that bureaucratic form, mainly used in 
the ivory tower of universities. Many 
could see SINAN when fighting 
armed against the fascists in the 
schools and in the streets at the 
frontline. These made him a leading 
cadre of DEV-GENQ. 

He played an important role in the 
fight against oppotunism inside 
DEVRIMCI YOL and in the forma¬ 
tion of DEVRIMCI SOL. He was one 
of those, who contributed the most in 
the construction of a new organiza¬ 
tion, which corresponded to the tradi¬ 
tion of THKP/C (Liberty Party of 
Peoples of Turkey/Front). 

He often met the torturers. During 
his time at DEV-GEN£, he had often 
been taken under detention by the po¬ 
lice raiding student hostels or associa¬ 
tions, or during fights in the schools 
or in the streets. After such events he 
hadn't lost any of his strength. In 
1980 he had been taken under deten¬ 
tion because of a suspicion, and he 
had documents and a lot of money 
with him. The police were not even 
able to make him confess, that he 
owned them After the coup he became 
a member of the Central Committee of 
DEVRIMCI SOL. In December 1980 
he had been taken under detention 
again. Despite a one-month torture he 
didn't betray his comrades and his or¬ 
ganization. His ten year confinement 
had started. He had to spend his pri¬ 
son sentence at Davutpasa, at the Mi¬ 
litary Prison of Metris, at the Special- 
Cell-Typed Prison Sagmalcilar and at 
Bayrampasa in the Closed Section. 
During the time in prison he 
continued to educate himself in order 
to prepare for the future and supported 
his codetainees morally, helped and 
educated them politically and 
ideologically. He played great 


importance in the lasting resistances in 
prison during ten years 

In the struggle of our movement 
against fascism, revisionism and re¬ 
formism SINAN took a very impor¬ 
tant part. He also played an important 
part during the writing of the political 
defence: "We are in the right We 
will be victorious", which is a part of 
this struggle as being the watchword 
of revolution for our movement. He 
gave his complete effort for the prepe- 
ration of this declaration from the 
stage of discussion to the publication 
and reduction of it. 

He performed one of the most ex¬ 
emplary attitudes, which our mo¬ 
vement stands for, against each insti¬ 
tution and department of oligarchy. 
He acted in an exact honourable man¬ 
ner of a DEVRIMCI SOL member, 
when he was confronted with the jud¬ 
ges, the generals and the torturers, 
and spoke in this way. Therefore he 
made them listen to him. 

After 2*k January 1990 when he 
had escaped from prison, he again 
participated in the war with his task at 
the Central Committee. When our 
struggle was in a period of creating 
new attempts, he as a leading cadre 
played an important role in gaining 
progresses. 

Behind his calm appearance he was 
a determined and principled revolu¬ 
tionary. Those, who thought they 
could take the advantage of his good- 
naturedness, always were wrong and 
had nasty suprises. Because he was 
obdurate, like it's told about the 
Lazes*, and when he fought for the 
interests of the organization he was 
able to flatten everything in a way that 
his opponents had to surch a place to 
hide. 

In the declaration "6 Years of 
Pride and Political Fight For Iden¬ 
tity" ahead the "Military Court 
No.2" he said on the 6.3.1986: 
"Many of our friends have been kil¬ 
led or crippeled by the tortures. (...) 
But we never mourn for it. We 
know that we have had to pay that 






price and have to pay it further¬ 
more. (...) Our resolute struggle, 
our resistance, our strength, that 
are directed at a victory gained for 
free and democratic Turkey, are the 
sources of our pride." 

At the night of the 16th April he, 
being aware of the prices, which we 
had to pay and will have to, proudly 


and exemplarily offered resistence to 
the fascist killers and was martyred 
screaming our revolution watchword, 
as a leading cadre of DEVRIMCI 
SOL. Comrade Sinan gave fascism a 
slap with his resistance and he 
strengthened our struggle. Comrade 
Sinan will take up his place in the hi¬ 
story of revolution as one of our pride 


reasons.

A.FaziI Erciiment Ozdemir 
( 1954 -....) 


A FIGHTER, WHO DID NOT 
KNOW WHAT TIREDNESS 
MEANS, A LEADER 

Comrade FAZIL, who started at¬ 
tending in 1974 at the ITU (Technical 
University of Istanbul) and started the 
revolutionary struggle there, descen¬ 
ded from a poor Georgian family from 
Adapazari. By his qualities of leader¬ 
ship he led in the front among the re¬ 
volutionary youth at the ITU and be¬ 
came a member of the first commitee 
of the 1976 founded IYOD (Istanbul 
Higher Education Association). Com¬ 
rade FAZIL, who mastered all tasks 
inside youth as an activist and func¬ 
tionary, also proved his qualities to 
lead inside the workers- and district- 
organizations since 1977. 

Before the 12th September he was 
the responsible for the Aegean region. 
After the 12th September he became 
admitted to the Central Committee and 
took on the responsibility for the mi¬ 
litary section. During the struggle 
against the fascism of the 12th Sep¬ 
tember he got arrested in March 1981. 

FAZIL was on of the comrades of 
our organization, who had a versatile 
personality. Comrade FAZIL was a 
revolutionary who read a lot and re- 
surched to convince the people, and he 
was very capable at discussions. He 
never gave the weapon out off his 
hand. 

After the arrest in the wake of the 
12th September he was tried with five 
of his comrades in the trial known as 
ERIM-DIKLER-TRIAL. (*) Together 
with his five comrades he was sen¬ 
tenced to death for the presumed 
"crime". This trial, proceeding on the 
grounds of fabricated evidence and for 
political reasons, bore absolutely no 
connection with the law and judicial 
proceedings, and the junta never in¬ 
tended that it should. The junta wan¬ 
ted to have hostages in its hands 
against DEVRIMCI SOL to use them 
as a method in their politics of intimi¬ 
dation and threat. However on the 


very first day they had to realise what 
kind of rock they had struck. Comrade 
FAZIL and his friends, in response to 
the method of the trial, kept their 
composure and made the courtroom 
resound with slogans of DEVRIMCI 
SOL. 

Like his comrades FAZIL lived for 
years in dungeons with the hangman's 
noose around his neck. But never 
threat of execution nor calls for re- 
pentence could break him away from 
the struggle and resistance. He already 
had determined what he would say and 
which slogans he would shout on the 
gallows, and for ten years he did not 
forget these for a moment. They gave 
the best answer a revolutionary could 
give to the threats of the junta: "We 
are ready to die for our people and 
our. movement. But are you ready 
too to pay the price for it?" They 
made all the threats of fascism come 
to nothing by their slogans they cried 
out in front of the Bench. 

After his action for freedom in the 
first days of 1991 his longing for the 
burning struggle became performed. 
After getting military training in the 
Middle East, he returned to the coun¬ 
try in autumn 1991 and on the Com- 
mandership of the Armed Revolu¬ 
tionary Units (SDBs) of our organiza¬ 
tion. He planned, organized and di¬ 
rected a good number of successful 
actions. And he engraved the message 
"We shall succeed" into the mind of 
the organization and worked with all 
his energy at the training, develop¬ 
ment and enlargement of the SDBs. 
He continued his tasks successfully 
until he fell. On the night of the 16th 
April he displayed an exemplary resi¬ 
stance against the enemy, which had 
surrounded his base, and embraced 
death with the slogans of DEVRIMCI 
SOL. His death proved his last words, 
he had said during the trial after the 
death sentence: "We feel honoured to 
give our lifes this way. (...) Long 
live the liberation struggle of the 
peoples of Turkey under the leader¬ 
ship of DEVRIMCI SOL, long live 
DEVRIMCI SOL!" 

Comrade Fazil has finished his life 
as a member of DEVRIMCI SOL, 


which was full of militancy, manage¬ 
ment, working with the people, mili¬ 
tary activities, resistance also in cells 
and banishment, with dignity. This 
dignity belongs to all of us.

EDA was the daughter of a civil ser¬ 
vant in Borcka, Artvin. She completed 
high school and university in Istanbul. 
She came to know the revolutionary 
struggle during her years at the high 
school and was a supporter of Dev- 
Gen 9 for all the years of her educa¬ 
tion. When she worked as an engineer 
after school, she became still more 
closely. She continued her revolu¬ 
tionary struggle in the Association of 
Electrical Engineers (EMO) and took 
a position on the management com¬ 
mittee of the association. However, 
she did not confine her struggle to her 
immediate environment. 

She was far away from the petit- 
bourgeois understanding, that always 
expects a reward for done work. In 
her report for the movement she 
wrote: "Also if I have no place to 
sleep, no clothes to wear, no bread 
to eat, I'm able to live under all 
conditions and to carry out my 
tasks." Like this was her practice. 

Comrade EDA was industious, full 
of energy and continued developing 
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herself permanently, she carried out 
all the tasks she had been given, until 
she was able to complete them. She 
was never seen idle. At every prob¬ 
lem, which she was confronted with, 
she never made a distinction between 
man and woman, she looked it 
through the consideration of a revolu¬ 
tionary. 

She was a tender and compassio¬ 
nate woman, who knew how to keep 
her enthusiasm up, she encouraged her 
comrades in the most difficult times.

Eda fought until morning against 
the fascist murders as befitting her 
untiring, uncomplaining and insup- 
pressible attitude and her determined 
personality.

On the 9th 
April 1992 HAMIYET once more met 
the torturers in Izmir and this time she 
put them to flight. Hamiyet lost her 
short but honourable life during a re¬ 
volutionary action fighting for hours 
down to her last bullet. She was an 
outstanding fighter for revolution. She 
shall live on.

SATI, who developed herself per¬ 
manently, had an outstanding perso¬ 
nality and carried out all tasks without 
hesitation. On the night of the 16th 
April she fell fighting at the attack 
against the base of our organization 
together with her husband HUSEYIN 


pi tali st system, but he chose the re¬ 
volution.

She was the daughter of a Rize family, 
a Laze* girl. Her parents work ab¬ 
road. Despite all the opportunities 
presented by her family she had 
choosen to be a part of the revolu¬ 
tionary struggle. AYSE, who took her 
place as a theatre player in the revolu¬ 
tionary cultural and artistic activities, 
was no ordinary actress but a thinking 
and creative artist who has carried her 
class consciousness to the masses. 

AYSE was a supporter who did 
not place limits on her energy and 
intelligence and who prepared and 
educated herself for great deeds. 
When she embraced death heroically 
on the night of 16th April she proved 
that the promises she gave were not in 
vain and that she would have become 


Comrade NIL was a city planner and 
an architect. After various activities in 
engineering and architectural societies 
she became a professional revolu¬ 
tionary and took on selflessly the dif¬ 
ficulties of a revolutionary life. 

NIL was an artist and her conec- 
tions to the artistic and cultural work 
did never break off. Through her 
thoughts and activities she tried to 
strengthen the consciousness that art 
and struggle have to be on the side of 
the people and the struggle. 

On 1st May she was caught by the 
torturers and taken in custody when 
she carried her enthusiasm about the 
Labour Day in the streets and the 
squares. NIL resisted all tortures at 
the First Section, where she was held 
for 15 days, and left it how it is ex¬ 
pected of a member of DEVRIMCI

From the foundation of our orga¬ 
nization untill today our women have 
played an important role. NIL fell 
while continuing the tradition of resi¬ 
stance.

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Every step in history is written by 
us. We always have represented the 
revolutionary justice of the people, 
dignity and courage. We have realized 
freedom and fulfilled a worthy justice. 

Therefore, we have been murdered 
again and again. We have been mur¬ 
dered with Prometheus, Spartakus, 
Bedrettin, Pir Sultan, Tupac Amaru, 
Jose Marti, Mustafa Suphi, Rosa 
Luxemburg, Sandino, Seyit Riza, 
Che, Mahir, Deniz, Ibo - we have 
been murdered with Niyazi, Ibrahim, 
Sabahat, Sinan and Fazil. We sowed 
our bodies as seeds of our ideals into 
the earth and the fruits, which they are 
going to grow will be thousandfold. 

Every time we have raised up 
again and have been the winners. We 
have been Lenin, Mao... We have 
sang the victory songs of Dimitrov, 
Stalin, Fidel, Cabral, Ho Chi Minh... 

You have never been able to ex¬ 
terminate us!... 

In the massacre as well as times 
when we have waved the flag of vic¬ 
tory, we have shattered your world 
and darkened your future. You have 
been separated from the good, the ju¬ 
stice and the revolutionary justness of 


Those, who say: 11 There have been 
militants, who surrendered, although 
they had weapons and bombs”, tell 
lies. 

At none of the bases of the organi¬ 
zation, which have been raided from 
the 16th to the 17th of April have 
been comrades, who surrendered with¬ 
out resistance. They have to explain, 
in which house they had found a gun, 
that had not been used against them. 
This they are not able to explain. 

They lie when they say all of the 
raided flats would have been the bases 
of the organization and that they had 
found weapons and documents in each 
of them. 

The flat in the Sahrayi Cedit Halk 
street for example has not been a base 
of our organization. In that flat have 
not been any weapons, documents or 
anything like that. This flat, that was 
not connected with us, has been 
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the people - therefore you are the lo¬ 
sers. The defeat will be your una¬ 
voidable destiny. Double moral stand- 
arts, lies, deceit and massacres deter¬ 
mine your identity. You called for de¬ 
testation of mankind. You always 
were disgusting, blood and saliva ran 
out of your mouth. 

Today you again scream with 
blood, and saliva have run out of your 
mouth drunken with the victory over 
our 11 comrades, over the blood of 11 
revolutionaries. 

You can deceit yourselves, but not 
the peoples of Turkey and the peoples 
all over the world. You have lost 
again. Where you have spread the 
blood of our comrades, it has been our 
flag that waved and our slogans, 
which have been shouted. While our 
brave and courageous comrades show¬ 
ed resistance, you have been running 
around in panic. You have been hund¬ 
reds, thousands. Thousands of mur¬ 
derers with guns, bombs and tanks - 
and still you have been trembling with 
fear. Only three of us have been in 
each flat. There have been many of 
them women, who have said every¬ 
thing against all these weapons,

bought by the parents of Ayse UZUN- 
HASANOGLU; who are working 
abroad, as a marriage present to their 
daughter. Ayse UZUNHASANOGLU 
is not a member of our organization 
but a supporter. There were neither 
weapons nor documents in this flat, 
not even a single evidence, which 
could be used by the fascists. Fascism, 
which massacres defenseless people 
tries to find reasons to justify its 
actions. 

They are telling lies when they say 
the flat in £ifte Havuzlar Cezmi Or 
Street would have been bought with 
false papers by a member of the orga¬ 
nization. This flat was bought by 
Taskin USTA, who has been murder¬ 
ed there, with his own identity card 
and was his private property. By using 
these lies fascism tries to hide its ex¬ 
ploitative and rapacious face. With 
such lies fascism is trying to confis- 


bombs and tanks only by using their 
fists and slogans... Obviously you 
have been full of fear and still you call 
it a "victory". What an useless 
effort... 

Murderers, you know exactly, 
even if you kill hundreds and thou¬ 
sands of us you are not able to exter¬ 
minate us! Because we are a power, 
which believes in its ideals, fights for 
them and is resisting. A movement 
with the tradition of resistance and in 
which the struggling attitude becomes 
a character cannot be destroyed. Our 
roots are so deep that you have to cir¬ 
culate the whole history of mankind, 
you would have to exterminate his¬ 
tory. But this is not possible for you 
and therefore you are going to lose. 
We are going to raise up stronger 
again after every massacre. This we 
have shown you several times and we 
will show it to you again. Your efforts 
are futile, you cannot come through. 
Like it was in the past: before the 
blood of our comrades is dried and be¬ 
fore they will be burned, you will 
have to pick up the corpses of your 
killers from the streets. 


cate the flat. With the same lying tac¬ 
tic with which fascism has confiscated 
hundreds of cars and flats of our sup¬ 
porters it tries to justify its deeds to 
the public. 

They are telling lies when they say 
they had found computerdiscs and the 
archives of the organization in the bas¬ 
es. In none of the bases there have 
been computerdiscs of lists of our 
members. As we have declared before, 
it is not our habit to have such an 
archive filed on computerdiscs. On the 
other hand the comrades have been 
able to destroy nearly all documents 
that have been in the bases while figh¬ 
ting against the police. Fascism lies to 
give the impression it would have stri¬ 
ked a "big blow" and try to demo¬ 
ralize with this. They are forced to do 
so because they have no other wea¬ 
pons than lies. 





FASCISM IS TRYING TO HIDE ITS ISOLATION BY USING THIS KIND OF 

PRODUCTION 


Nobody has ever succeded with 
demagogy, with lies and deceit - and 
no one ever will. But the fascism has 
no other weapons than lies and dema¬ 
gogy. This dirty methods of the 
counter-guerilla, this tactic of dirty 
warfare nowadays is the psychological 
warfare of the fascism, which they are 
clinging onto with all powers. 

Fascism orders civil policemen to 
applaude the actions and to hang up 
the Turkish flag. In posed television 
interviews the public is appealed to 
denounce the revolutionaries. That is 
the way fascism tries to deceit the 
public and to stir it up. With these 
sceneries they want to give the im¬ 
pression as if it would be the people 
itself, who acts this way. 

The peoples are forced to spy on 
each other, they shall be stirred up 
against each other against their own 
interests. This is called psychiological 
warfare. And it is the same when 
counter-guerilla shouts slogans and 
waves flags at the scene of the crime 
and threatens and trashes all those 
who do not join. 

Now the hundreds and thousands 
of killers try to show their massacre 
and their inability as a victory. But 
they did not succeed in forcing our 


comrades to their knees, although they 
used tanks, bombs and marksmen to 
attack the bases of the organization 
where have not been more than three 
of our comrades at a time. This is cal¬ 
led psychological warfare. 

Those, who earn the hate of the 
peoples because of their hostile policy 
towards the people, only know torture 
and massacres against the revolu¬ 
tionary struggle. They are trying to 
deceit the public with the story of the 
telephone number 055. This is called 
psychological warfare. In reality the 
number 055 does not work. The 
police has made itself a fool in front 
of the people. Yes, there are many 
calls to number 055, the police starts - 
with convois and large scale 
operations like they would join a 
public reception - to raid the flats of 
dozens of policemen, watchmen, 
bureaucrats, chiefs of large holdings 
and fascists. 

At this operation our people has 
not phoned 055. The operation has ta¬ 
ken place because the police has fol¬ 
lowed one of our friends. 

The fascist murderers, who do not get 
any help or support by our peoples, 
and who can not cover their murde¬ 
rous faces any longer, try to cover this 


isolation by using the press and TV. 
They want to justify their massacres 
and to win back their psychological 
appearance, which they have lost. 
These stories about number 055, the 
waving of flags, the screaming of 
slogans, all this production only ser¬ 
ves to win back their prestige. 

But this is no psychological war, 
these are lies, demagogy and double 
moral standard. It is a dead end, a 
marsh. It is no strength. The strength 
is in the heart and in the faith, and in 
the determination at the struggle. We 
have that strength. The newspapers, 
whats pen-pushers are addicted to the 
blood of the revolutionaries, and the 
TV may well be on your side. You 
may use them how ever you like. But 
also they are not able to save you. If 
they would be, they too could save the 
rebels of the 12th. of September. They 
are not able to save them because we 
exist and we are united with the peo¬ 
ple. The peoples do not believe your 
newspapers and your TV, that contra¬ 
dict themselves and accuse each other, 
that publish forty different versions 
but believe us. Because we tell the 
truth and the people knows that. 


YOU HAVE LOST ON THE 16TH./17TH. OF APRIL AND THE WHOLE WORLD HAS BEEN 

WITNESS TO YOUR HELPLESSNESS 


At no base of our organization, 
where two or three comrades have 
stayed, you have been able to force 
them to their knees. At every base, 
you have attacked, you have lost. 

At every base you have encircled 
with hundreds of killers, tanks, 
bombs, mashine-guns and marksmen 
you have been received with our flag, 
with struggle songs, aggressive 
slogans and clenched fists. At every 
base of us you have got a slap round 
the face, you will not forget. This slap 
you have got by our belief, the cou¬ 
rage, the revolutionary determination 
and socialism. 

We have met you often, killers ... 
At every meeting with the revolu¬ 
tionary justice of the people, you have 
went weak at the knees and have plea¬ 
ded for mercy. Until today we have 
not met any killer, who has resisted us 
and who didn't plead for mercy. 
Every time you have raised your 
hands and surrendered. No one has 
clenched his fist and has gone into ac¬ 
tion against us. You are cowards, you 
make us feel sick. Without remembe¬ 


ring at the shameful condition, the 
courage of our comrades have got 
you, you now erupt with jubilation. 
We don't lament. On the contrary, we 
are proud. Our comrades have 
strengthened our tradition of resi¬ 
stance, they will go down in history. 
They again have shown your fear, pa¬ 
nic and helplessness to the peoples of 
Turkey and the world. The whole 
world could see how Sahabat and Eda 
have held their clenched fists against 
your weapons and shouted: "If you 
have courage, do come!" The whole 
world could see how you have got 
into panic by that courageous conduct. 
All have been witnesses: we have been 
three, two women and one man, while 
you have been thousands and have had 
fear nevertheless. 

Our comrades, who have slaped 
fascism in Ciftehavuzlar, may have 
had no great material possibilities but 
they have had much courage. They 
have been members of Devrimci Sol, 
they have fought for independence, 
democracy and socialism and therefore 
death has been welcomed for them. 


That is what has given the strength to 
them. They have strongly believed in 
socialism, they looked at liberation as 
a result of the revolution and with this 
determination they have struggled. No 
one of the comrades has been worried 
about his life, they have not had any 
expectations form the torturers and the 
murderers. They first cared about the 
organisation and the tradition of the 
struggle. In that sense they have car¬ 
ried out their task. All documents, the 
fascism could have used against us, 
have been destroyed, the flag has be¬ 
came unfurled. With their struggle, 
that corresponds to our tradition, they 
have strengthened it and shown up the 
enemy. 

The comrades, who-have fought 
against the superior strength of the en¬ 
emies for hours in Erenkoy, Ustbo- 
stanci and Qiftehavuzlar, did not think 
to surrender for a moment. They have 
been flags of the socialism and the 
struggle for liberation. Fascism has 
not been able to pull down these flags. 
Those, who only have been able to 
pull down the flag by killing our com- 
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rades should not be glad: This flag is 
the flag of independence, of de¬ 
mocracy and socialism and is being 
hoisted everywhere in Turkey from 
now on. And each base of Devrimci 
Sol is a tower of resistance now. And 
we own hundreds of towers, where we 
hoist our flag. We have thousands of 
Sabahats, Edas, Sinans and Fazils. 
With our flags and weapons we are in 
the arena of the war. Against your 
bombs, weapons and tanks and the 
hundreds of killers we own the 
strongest weapon of the world: Our 
hearts are full of faith in socialism and 
full of determination to realize it. 
COME ON IF YOU HAVE THE 
COURAGE! 

Come on if you have the courage. 
Come on with your weapons, bombs 
and tanks. You will always be greeted 
by the same attitude. The comrades, 
who will greet you, will have raised 
their fists for socialism. And you will 
hit around full of fear and panic-stric¬ 
ken and without aim. 

On the 16th./17th. of April we 
have achieved a lot. The resistance 


and the struggle have got a real new 
meaning for the members of Devrimci 
Sol. This day Sabahat, Eda and the 
others have set a new example how a 
member of Devrimci Sol lives and 
dies. Now there is existing a new 
name for resistance, struggle and 
dignified death: to struggle and to die 
like SABAHAT and EDA has become 
a part of the consciousness of the 
Devrimci Sol-members. We will resist 
and struggle like them, we will live 
and die like them... 

The part fascism has played at the 
events on the 16th./17th. of April 
consists of lies, demagogy and disgu¬ 
sting provacations, fear and inability. 
They are so full of fear, so helpless, 
that they have riddled the bodies of 
our killed comrades with a hail of 
bullets, especially the arms that have 
hold the weapons, to get over that 
fear. The strength of our hearts and 
our arms has always feared them and 
this will continue. 

They are so full of fear, so help¬ 


less, that they must lie saying that our 
leading comrade had spied on and had 
betrayed our comrades. On one hand 
they say our comrade would be the 
right hand of our leading cadre, on the 
other hand they say conflicts between 
them would have existed. They know 
exactly that they neither can destroy 
us with their bombs and weapons nor 
split us or demoralize. That is the aim 
they want to reach with such accusa¬ 
tions. With such lies you will not be 
able to obscure the determination and 
the will to fight, the spirit of struggle 
of the Devrimci Sol members. We 
will not forget. We will not forget 
those, who produce these lies and give 
them to the public as truth. Anyone, 
who contributes consciously or not, 
becomes an instrument of the psy¬ 
chological warfare of fascism, is res¬ 
ponsible. We also will not forget 
those, who cross the boarder of critic 
and abuse us. We will teach them to 
criticize us without abusing us. 


THEY WON'T BE ABLE HINDER THE LIBERATION OF THE PEOPLES BY 
PERPETRATING MASSACRES, USING LIES AND DEMOGOGY! 


Demirel, who is living in fear that 
he would have to pack his back after a 
new coup d'etat, tries to prove the im¬ 
perialists and the financiers that he is 
able to manage alone everthing, which 
the chief of rebels would do. He or¬ 
ders the massacers and uses every kind 
of demagogy and lies to warrant these 
massacers. So he want to show his 
masters that he is able to make it all 
better than a rebels chief. But with the 
actual economic and social conditions 
in Turkey neither Demirel nor the new 
rebels have any chance. It does not 
matter what they are doing, they will 
not be able to succeed, they will not 
hinder the liberation struggle of the 
peoples and they will not destroy the 
revolutionary movement. They have 
tried it several times. At the coup 
d'etats of the 12th. of March and the 
12th. of September they have applied 
each types of torture, massacres and • 
internment policy, but they have not 
been successful. And today they are at 
the same position as before. They are 
in a vicious circle when they try to 
turn back history. It is not possible to 
repress the struggle of the peoples for 
Independence, Democracy and Social¬ 
ism and to destroy the revolutionary 
movement, it is not possible to save 
imperialism and the collaborating 
monopolies from their unavoidable 


end. This effort contradicts to the 
principles of economics, politics and 
social sciences. It is not possible to 
annule these principles by using rep¬ 
ression, violence and terror, lies and 
demagogy. Especially in a country 
like Turkey, where the economical, 
political and social crisis is lasting, 
neither Demirel nor the new rebels are 
able to save the imperialism and the 
collaborating monopolies. The system 
stays in a dead end without any solu¬ 
tion. 

The actual bloodshed is a result of 
that helplessnes, of that dead end. 
They don't have to give anything else 
than blood and tears to the Kurdish 
and the Turkish and all other working 
peoples. The rulers fear from the 
participation of the peoples in the 
struggle for liberation, their realizing 
that the freedom will be won by the 
revolution. Panic-stricken they attack, 
spread blood and cling onto their lies. 
They try to darken the hope for 
liberation of the Kurdish and Turkish 
peoples. 

They will have to give account to 
the working-class peoples about their 
lies and bloodshed. They think they 
were able to suppress the revolu¬ 
tionary struggle and exterminate the 
Revolutionary Movement, and by 
doing so, they could get some time to 


breathe. 

With the massacre, murder and lies 
they want to discourage the Revolutio¬ 
nary Movement, want to destroy it. 
They want us to withdraw. They want 
to intimidate the members, fighters 
and the supporters. But they do not 
consider the consequences of their 
policy. They dispel how strong and 
fierceful the rage and feeling of bitter 
resentment of the peoples will be. 
They should never forget one thing: 
No hand, which was raised against 
Devrimci Sol, ever stayed unbroken, 
the blood of none of our comrades 
ever left forgotten. The price for this 
massacre will be very high. First of 
all Demirel and all the members of the 
government, also the superiors of the 
fascist murderers, the chief of the 
police, the commissioners and all 
those, who receive their orders from 
them are the main responsible persons 
for the massacre. They are guilty and 
no one should have doubts that they 
would be sentenced. This is a promise 
given by Devrimci Sol.

Oligarchy thinks, that with such 
massacres they can weaken us and de¬ 
stroy our forces. They can say that it 
was a "big blow", they can say like 
Demirel, the chief of the killer, that 
they "destroyed the brain". We stand 
upright, we fight and we will carry on 
the flag, which was hoisted by Saba- 
hat, Sinan and Fazil. 

They are afraid. They are afraid of 
our leading cadres, of the fighters, the 
members and the supporters, they are 


afraid of our organization and of all of 
us. This is why they spread the mean¬ 
est lies, the simplest demagogy and a 
lot of the most disgusting prova¬ 
cations. They have no strength at all. 
They fight us with lies. But each lie, 
each provacation is a weapon which is 
aimed against fascism itself. From 
now on we will support this with all 
the strength of our struggle. We know 
our leading cadres, our fighters and 
also our martyrs very well. The drun¬ 


ken and hanging around bourgeoisie, 
who sells everthing for money, who 
knows neither moral nor dignity, and 
the fascists and torturers have no right 
to judge the lives of the 
revolutionaries. 

But today it is our task, to lift the 
flag of our martyrs even higher and to 
carry it on. We will never let their 
blood left forgotten. With this we will 
lift the flag of revolution even higher.

With all efforts fascism tries to 
prove what a big blow he did struck 
against Devrimci Sol. For this he tells 
a lot of lies. For this they call people 
members of the organization who are 
not. And the same they do with the 
flats. Besides of the massacre of our 
comrades on the 16th./17th. of April 
they arrested for example six persons, 
who were no members of Devrimci 
Sol. Neither their flats belong to our 
organization. It is a huge lie to say, 
that weapons, bombs etc. were con¬ 
fiscated when they were arrested.From 
those eleven persons murdered all 
except Ayse UZUNHASANOGLU 
were members of our organization. 
Among them Sabahat KARATAS, 
Sinan KUKUL, A. Fazil Erciiment 
OZDEMIR were leading comrades. 
Below we will list up their real names 
and the places where they were mur¬ 
dered. Everything else, which we 
have not said, are lies and part of the 


psychological warfare of the fascists. 

-The comrades murdered in Cifte- 
havuzlar, Cezmi Or Str., in the Ap- 
partementhouse of Karasu, were: Sa¬ 
bahat KARATAS, Eda YUKSEL, 
Taskin USTA. 

-The comrades murdered in a flat 
in Ustbostanci Dr. Kemal Ergiider 
Str., were: Sinan KUKUL, Arif 
ONGEL, Sadan ONGEL. 

The comrades murdered in Eren- 
koy, Hayri Egmezoglu Str., in the 
Appartementhouse of Ikizler, were: 
A. Fazil Erciiment OZDEMIR, 
Huseyin KILIC, Sati KILIC (TAS). 

The comrades murdered in the Sa- 
rayi Cedit Halk Str., in the Appar¬ 
tementhouse of Kilicer, were: our 
member Ayse Nil ERGEN and our 
supporter Ayse UZUNHASANO¬ 
GLU. 

The loss of our comrades is of gre¬ 
at importance to us. To fulfill the 
worthies for which they stood will be 


a task for us until the end of our lives. 
We realize them and this we will al¬ 
ways do. 

Often our movement had to face 
massacres and we gave many martyrs. 
But no conditions could weaken our 
struggle. Also the massacre of the 
16th/ 17th. of April will not weaken it. 
Nobody should have such thoughts. 
As in the past also tomorrow the tor¬ 
turers, killers and enemies of the peo¬ 
ple have to fear us. Not for one single 
moment we will neglect our task. To 
continiue the struggle of the Kurdish 
and Turkish peoples and to carry this 
burden on our shoulders is our 
principle of life. Furtheron we will 
fulfill this task. Furtheron we will be 
the nightmare of the fascists with our 
actions. 

There will be further declarations 
about our actions before and after the 
16th./17th. of April.

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INTRODUCTION 

With the consent of imperialism, 
the fascist junta seized the power in 
Turkey on 12th. of September 1980. 
With this takeover a merciless strug¬ 
gle against the people of Turkey 
began. Thousands of humans were 
murdered, tortured and imprisoned. 
A policy of depolitization and stand¬ 
ardization was carried out by pres¬ 
sure for the peoples of Turkey. 

With this policy the junta fol¬ 
lowed a certain aim: The exploi¬ 
tation by imperialism and his hand¬ 
ful of allies should be made easier. 
To realize this the present opposition 
had to be oppressed, the revolu¬ 
tionaries, the vanguard fighters of 
the people had to be silenced. To 
succeed in this , the ruling classes of 
the period after the 12th of 
September used all of their forces . 
Thousands of revolutionaries were 
accused and punished in dummy 
processes. The ruling classes went so 
far that they ignored the legaslation 
they had established by themselves. 

But after they had played all their 
cards and had proclamed the 
revolutionaries as anarchists and 
terrorists, the revolutionaries went on 
fighting. They have never stopped 
fighting against the exploiting 
imperialism and her allies. In the 
years 1981-1985 the mass-processes 
against "Devrimci Sol' 1 

(Revolutionary Left) began, there 
were totally 1243 persons accused in 
the processes. While the acts of the 
accused were in seven different 
processes , these acts are now 
combined in one process. In October 
1988 the political prisoners had 
begun to read their defence , which 
they had written together. This 
defence was signed by 46 of them. 
And in this defence they declare how 
their fight against imperialism and 
oligarchy had started and developed 
and which aims the follow.

We have translated and published 
in this brochure the part of the 
defence with the title "We are fi¬ 
ghting for the liberation of the 
peoples of Turkey , we want a free 
country".

Peoples Of Turkey 
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To call these aims, we are fight¬ 
ing for, "terrorism", one must be ig¬ 
norant or a volunteer defender of this 
system. 

Only a handful exploiters and op¬ 
pressors claim, that our land is "inde¬ 
pendent" and on the way to upswing. 

Of course, for those, who are con¬ 
tent with the present development, 
there is no problem. The facts, that 
our land is sold meter square for meter 
square and the humans are living in 
poverty and misery can only satisfy 
the exploiters.

And these 
realities are to be seen with one’s bare 
eyes. 

Who except of these handful ex¬ 
ploiters is able to declare that our land 
is independent? Who can deny that 
our land is fully under the control of 
imperialism by secret agreements, 
inter-alia, with the NATO? Without 
the consent of the USA, the 
government of our land is not able to 
undertake anything. To become the 
governing party in our country means 
to repress and exploit still more. This 
fact fits for all governments of this 
system; for the governments under 
MENDERES, DEMIREL, EVREN 
and OZAL. They ruled the land as 
"governors of a colony" under the 


went so far, that the government 
was led by the White House and the 
decisions of the Chancellor were sent 
to the White House to be confirmed. 

While the foreign policy was ad¬ 
apted to the current policy of the 
USA, the domestic policy was signed 
by pressure and exploitation. 

It is a difficulty to describe the dir¬ 
ty affairs of Imperialism and its hand¬ 
ful beneficiaries only with words, also 
the consequences of these affairs. But 
it will be sufficient to walk through 
the Gecekondu regions (shanty towns) 
of Turkey and to see the poverty in 
these districts. Everybody, who visits 
or stays at a house in these districts or 
the countrysides for a day, will re¬ 
cognize the results of exploitation 
quite in a better way. The taxes taken 
from the people's vital necessities like 
food, clothing and medicine fill the 
cashes of the exploiters and im¬ 
perialists. The people are paying the 
price for the luxury and prosperity of 
the exploiters. 

Exploitation is similar to a sharp 
and forked sword. While on the one 
hand the prices for social necessities 
are increasing, the wages of the work¬ 
ers are sinking to a ridiculous figure. 
The state introduces new taxes, which 
drive the people to hopeless poverty. 

Today we see the results of this 
barbarous exploitation: Poverty, un¬ 
employment, prostitution, "individual 
crimes", lack of doctors and me- 
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dicine, infant mortality, social dis¬ 
contentment, in short terms: to live 
and die every hour is presented as the 
destiny of the people. 

How can such a world stay on its 
feet? 

What confuses labourer people 
first of all is the ideological pro¬ 
paganda of the state, based on lies and 
demagogies. Every day and hour lies 
and an ideology that serves to de¬ 
moralize the people, are spread on TV 
and radio. Slogans like "This system 


our land there have been always great 
landowners and gendarmies on the 
countrysides and police force and tor¬ 
ture signed the cities. And if this was 
not sufficient, the armed forces inter¬ 
vened at once. And our land never had 
been without political trials, execu¬ 
tions and prison. 

For a person with common-sense it 
is not difficult to understand, why we 
were tortured, murdered, executed and 
confined. 

A handful exploiters had 
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had begun in this way and will 
continue in the same way" are used to 
let the people believe in destiny in a 
stronger way. The state frightens the 
people by making aware that "anyone, 
who opposes the state will be tortured, 
executed or degenerated in prison". 
Lotteries are praised as a glimmer of 
hope. And to reduce the 
dissatisfaction of the people, a better 
life after death is promised to them. 

The governments undertake all 
imaginable in order to keep the peo¬ 
ple in passivity. Hundreds of relig¬ 
ious schools are founded every where 
to make up people's minds with su¬ 
perstition so that they will believe to 
have better lives in the next, after 
death. 

Since this was not sufficient in the 
age of capitalism, the imperialist cul¬ 
ture was introduced. A way of life 
was propagated, that pushed indivi¬ 
dualist thinking to the fore, des¬ 
cended morality and expounded free 
sexuality. 

Those, who fought against the 
state, because they were not affected 
by this cultural and ideological pro¬ 
paganda and did not accept poverty as 
a destiny, were oppressed by force. In 


proclaimed us as "terrorists" and 
"traitors of the country" in order to 
hide these qualities, which belongs to 
them indeed. 

We were shown as "traitors of the 
country" because we did not accept, 
that our land was sold to the NATO 
and imperialists, became a free mar¬ 
ket and led a despicable policy. 

We were shown as terrorists, be¬ 
cause we fought against poverty, mi¬ 
sery, tortures, fascist practices and 
massacres and wanted to put an end to 
the handful exploiters, who finance 
their prosperity by sucking our blood 
and because we strove for the collapse 
of this system. 

If you want to show us as ter¬ 
rorists, because of the fact that we 
fight against executions, tortures, fas¬ 
cist practices, massacres and want de¬ 
mocracy for the whole people, not 
only for the handful exploiters than 
we also declare ourselves to be "ter¬ 
rorists" 

All the ruling classes of exploiting 
systems, that are to be found in the 
waste of history now, used same 
words like "anarchy" and "terror¬ 
ism", when the people revolted aga¬ 
inst them. They cried, "The state loses 


its power" and "the system is col¬ 
lapsing". But even when they main¬ 
tained, that "this system and our lux- 
erious life will go on", the revolts of 
the people, that performed the his¬ 
tory, allocated them the place they had 
earned. Although, all their castles had 
fallen, the ruling classes closed their 
eyes and declared, "This system is in- 
destructable". They described the 
.combat against this system as anarchy 
and terrorism. 

And we declare with all the 
strength, we summon up the won re¬ 
volutions and continuing wars of li¬ 
beration, the movements of the years 
1971 and 1974, that last also in the 
time being and demand hundreds of 
sacrifies: 

This system is not indestructable, 
we will overthrow this system! 

There are neither beauties nor 
goods, that the exploiters, who are a 
minority, have taken on from the past; 
therefore they have no future. 

They have nothing to offer to the 
people except for poverty, misery and 
repression. But we have the whole 
world to conquer, as soon as we put 
an end to all this. 

We will gain this world with the 
workers, peasants, the youth, with the 
whole people, with revolution. 

Surely we will pay a price for the 
world we will build with our hands. 
The imperialists and their handful ex¬ 
ploiters will not give up their system 
without blood-shedding. But we will 
do the same. Even if we know how to 
live a good life, we are ready to pay 
the price for honourable and human 
life. On this price we will build up 
our new world. 

For this "world" we have fought. 
We fought in the past, fight now and 
will also fight in the future. And cer¬ 
tainly we will win. 

For a world that will no longer 
stay under the slavery of imperialism 

a world in which every working 
human will be free, 

a world in which the Kurdish 
people will not be oppressed and as¬ 
similated and the minorities will live 
brotherly, 

a world in which production and 
social service will be useful for the 
people, and poverty and unemploy¬ 
ment will be abolished.

WHICH REVOLUTIONARY FORM DO WE STRIVE FOR? 

Our revolution will be of an anti- character.We have come to this result, economical, political and social 
imperialist and anti-oligarchic after analysing the country in aspects. 
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Our land is signed by capitalism, 
not feudalism. The difference bet¬ 
ween Turkey and other capitalist sys¬ 
tems like USA, Japan and Europe is 
that in our land capitalism did not 
develope out of the internal dyna¬ 
mics. It depended on imperialism. 
Therefore the crises of the imperialists 
had an affect on our country and the 
other "neo-colonies". 


The real collaborators of the im- 
perialits were the monopoly bour¬ 
geoisie. But to realize exploitation po¬ 
litically and ideologically, they needed 
the help of precapitalist^ elements 
(big landowners, profiteer, 
merchants). 

And in this system the exploited 
and oppressed classes are the workers 
essentially, the poor and landless far¬ 


mers, the petit bourgeoisie of the 
country and city. 

Imperialism and oligarchy are the 
political forces that prevent the pro¬ 
ductive rural population from 
developing. 

This scale, which we had given in 
in short terms, forms the charac¬ 
teristics of the revolution we strive 
for. 


AN ANTI-IMPERIALIST ANTI-OLIGARCHIC POPULAR REVOLUTION IS 
NEITHER A NATIONAL-DEMACRATIC NOR A SOCIALIST REVOLUTION 


It would be wrong to think that 
our revolution must be socialist 
because of the fact that we have a 
capitalist and not a feudal social 
system. For, it isn't possible to regard 
the monopoly bourgeosie independent 
from imperialism. 

It would be also wrong to identify 
the anti-imperialist, anti-oligarchic re¬ 
volution with the "national-demo¬ 
cratic revolution" in the time of the 
Second Crises* of Imperialism be¬ 
cause of the dependency of our coun¬ 
try or because of the reason that we 
are not at the stage of the "socialist 
revolution" 

A bourgeois revolution from abo¬ 
ve has been practiced although it had 
not been completed. This "revolu¬ 
tion" had led to the fact that the big 
landowners lost their influence in 
main and the majority of the semi-serf 
farmers, who were involved in the ca¬ 
pitalist relations. Feudalism continues 
its existance only as a leftover. 

Mostly the bourgeois revolutions 
realized from above, remained unsuc¬ 
cessful in the neo-colonies. Capi¬ 
talism couldn't find the internal dyna¬ 
mism necessary for its development. 
So the bourgeoisie in our land had to 
cooperate with the imperialism even in 
"childhood". She came along to be 
marionette of the imperialism. 

It would be a great mistake to re¬ 
gard the development of capitalism 
and bourgeois "revolution" in the neo¬ 
colonies independent of imperialism. 

That difference of both colonies 
and neo-colonies lies in the depen¬ 
dence on imperialism. This difference* 
is of great importance for the cha¬ 
racter of our revolution and the ana¬ 
lysis of the present situation. 

But it would be a mistake not to 
realize that we are living in a capi¬ 
talist not feudal society. 

During the Second Crises of im¬ 
perialism the big landowners were the 
real collaborators of imperialism in 
the colonies and semi-colonies, also in 
some other lands during the Third 
Crisis of Imperialism. The political 
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power was possesed by the im¬ 
perialists and big landowners. The 
mediating bourgeoisie had hold a part 
of this power. But she was nothing el¬ 
se than a delivery of Imperialism. 
Their economical and political in¬ 
fluence was restricted in between a 
few cities. 

In these countries the peasant re¬ 
volt constituted the nature of the re¬ 
volution, signified the liberation of 
the peasants from the slavery under 
the big landowners. 

The national-democratic revolu¬ 
tion, representing naturally a pea¬ 
sants' revolt, was only successful be¬ 
cause the proletariat was the vanguard 
of the revolution. The peasants built 
the basic potential of the revolution, 
while the proletariat didn't create a 
big force neither quantitive nor 
qualitative. Another fact was that the 
imperialists fully controlled the cities, 
but weren't able to do this in the 
countries. These were inter alia the 
reasons why the revolution was per¬ 
formed as a "peasants' revolution". 
The tasks of the workers' party were 
to realize the peasants' revolution, to 
put an end to the hegemony of imperi¬ 
alism, to gain the national indepen¬ 
dence, to abolish the feudal social sys¬ 
tem, to solve the problems regarding 
the floors and to realize democracy. 

To compare the revolutions in the 
nowadays' neo-colonies with the nat¬ 
ional-democratic revolutions during 
the Second Crisis of Imperialism 
would mean to ignore the present si¬ 
tuation. It is necessary to see the 
changes that took place in time. At the 
age of the Third Crisis* of 
Imperialism the social system of the 
neo-colonies was developing and ca¬ 
pitalist. It would be quite utopic to 
think that still there is chance that ca¬ 
pitalism can develop out of internal 
dynamism. But it would also be 
wrong to describe the whole period of 
the time as "anti-imperialist" because 
the monopoly bourgeoisie were allied 
with the imperialism. Further it is not 
possible to maintain that the whole 


period was directed against capitalism. 

Within the bounds of facts we can 
say that the social content of our re¬ 
volution will neither be the one, in 
which the basic matter is the land mat¬ 
ter nor the one, in which the socialist 
form of property will be realized. Our 
revolution will be anti-oligarchic, 
anti-imperialist. It will end the po¬ 
litical and economical pressures on the 
oppressed people. After overthrowing 
the fascist state, people's democracy 
will be build up, imperialist relations 
broken off, the oppressed people libe¬ 
rated and all hindraces to build up so¬ 
cialism will be cleared away. The anti¬ 
imperialist, anti-oligarchic revolution 
offers more favourable prerequisites 
for socialism than the semi-colonies 
did during the Second Crisis of Im¬ 
perialism. This means that the re¬ 
volution carries the possibility of 
building socialism. In all spheres with 
reasonable conditions socialist mea¬ 
sures will be taken. Therefore the 
anti-imperialist, anti-oligarchic revo¬ 
lution has got a broader than the nat¬ 
ional-democratic narrower than the so¬ 
cialist revolution. The anti-imperialist, 
anti-oligarchic revolution doesn't exist 
in one step but in two, that merge into 
each other. While the program of the 
national-democratic revolution puts 
the stress on the needs of the peasants, 
who don't own land, the anti-im¬ 
perialist, anti-oligarchic revolution 
aims to liberate them, to put an end to 
the rule of imperialism and its col¬ 
laborating monopolies, profiteers and 
merchants and to go into the needs of 
the middle-class and to liberate them, 
because they run to be exterminated 
by the peasants and lower middle- 
class. The democratic essence of the 
revolution is not stressed on the li¬ 
beration of the peasants as during the 
Second Crisis of Imperialism and the 
destruction of fascism. 

At the beginning development of 
capitalism the petit bourgeoisie was 
against all types of state-intervention 
in economics. Their slogan was 
"liberalism in economy". Yet the pe- 
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tit-bourgeoisie, who had been oppress¬ 
ed by the big capital under the condi¬ 
tions of imperialism, had defended the 
state's control over the economy. Be¬ 
cause of that reason they need the 
state's protection. Therefore they are 
against imperialism and in favour of 
nationalism. 

The other classes who will profit 
from the anti-imperialist, anti-oli¬ 
garchic revolution: the proletariat, the 
landless and middle-class peasants, the 
the petit bourgeoisie of the country 
and the cities and the middle 
bourgeoisie that have not developed 
relations with the monopolies 

The anti-imperialist, anti-oli- 
garchic revolution builds up the 
dominance of people . 


In the anti-imperialist, anti-oli¬ 
garchic revolution the vanguard 
class is the proletariat. 

The proletarians will determine the 
revolution and the transition to so¬ 
cialism. They will take the necessary 
measures in economy, policy and cul¬ 
ture for the transition to socialism. 

There is no big distinctions bet¬ 
ween anti-imperialist, anti-oligarchic 
revolution and the transition to so¬ 
cialism. The transition depends on the 
present conditions of the land, and it's 
period depends on diverse factors, for 
example on the internal and external 
developments. It may begin on the 
first day after revolution but also a 
long time after. 

The fact that the proletarians didn't 


built the majority after the February- 
Revolution in the SU was the reason 
why the bourgeoisie could gain the 
power and the transition to socialism 
ended in a revolt against the 
bourgeoisie. 

However, in China, Vietnam, 
Cuba and East-Europe the prole¬ 
tarians took up the main role. There¬ 
fore the transition to socialism passed 
without bloodshed. The opposite hap¬ 
pened; by winning the lower middle- 
class for socialism a civil war could be 
prevented. 

In the below the general tasks of 
the anti-imperialist, anti-oligarchic 
revolution will be shown. 


II THE TASKS OF THE PEOPLE S GOVERNMENT 


As the other oppressed and ex¬ 
ploited lands, Turkey is oppressed and 
exploited by ruling classes that are the 
collaborators of the imperialism. But 
this dependence on imperialism is not 
a new realization. 

It began with the classic ex¬ 
ploitation during the time of the 
Ottoman Empire and was led on by 
the imperialists at the beginning of 
Twentieth Century. All the lands that 
belonged to the Ottoman at that time, 
were now under the rule of im¬ 
perialism. They were oppressed in 
cultural, political and military aspect 
and were exploited. After World War 
One Anatolia was occupied by the im¬ 
perialist states, oppression and ex¬ 
ploitation took fully shape. The so 
called policy of "Share and rule" 
quarreled the people that lived there. 

Even if the War of Liberation, that 
strove for brotherly solidarity within 
the people, put an end to this in a cer¬ 
tain way, after the Second War of 
Distribution exploitation and op¬ 
pression started again. For the leading 
class of the War of Liberation fol¬ 
lowed a capitalistic line. Another fact 


a) The Revolutionary People's 
Government the People's Democracy 

1) The revolutionary people's go¬ 
vernment will overthrow the fascist 
state, the oppressing apparate of the 
oligarchy with ail it's institutions, the 
police, military and burocracy. 

2) The revolutionary people's go¬ 
vernment will build up the new state 
on the ruins of the overthrown system. 

3) This new state will not have a 
bourgeois form, but will stand under 


was that imperialism controlled all 
countries, in which wars of liberation 
had taken place except for the Soviet 
Union. After imperialism held all the 
power exploitation increased. 

The result was that our land be¬ 
came a cheap gendarmy of the NATO 
especially of the USA. The land was 
transformed to a military base of the 
NATO and the USA: The army was 
tied to the generals of the NATO and 
the USA. For the governments the 
continue in existance was only pos¬ 
sible with the confirm of the USA. 
They were only the tools of im¬ 
perialism and carried out his political 
and economic plans. This political 
slavery was completed by the eco¬ 
nomic slavery. Imperialist institutions 
like IMF, World Bank and OECD 
took over the economic leadership in 
the neo-colonies. Also in cultural as¬ 
pect this slavery continued. The des¬ 
picable imperialist culture began to 
spread and was obvious in music, TV, 
the way of thinking end even in the 
way of life. 

This hidden occupation and open 
exploitation was only possible with

the hegemony of the proletariat. That 
means that a democracy will be built 
for the people's forces and a dicta¬ 
torship on imperialism and oligarchy. 
This state will not be instituted upon 
the people but will change parallel to 
the internal and external conditions. 

4) The people's government will 
not be only the government of the pro¬ 
letarians, even if the stress lies on 
them, but will also be the power of 
the other levels of society. Therefore a 


the help of the oligarchy and fascist 
state. To get a part of the cake, the 
numerical few exploiters of our land 
cooperated with imperialism. They 
sold to imperialism the blood of the 
people, the mineral resources, the cul¬ 
tural worths, the national pride and 
the independence of our land. 

With his military, police and ideo¬ 
logical institutions the state was trans¬ 
formed to an exploiting apparate of 
the oligarchy and imperialism. The 
fascist state became the guardian of 
the oligarchy and imperialism and 
took care of the wins of both, terror¬ 
ized and oppressed the people. First 
the weapons were directed against the 
Marxist-Leninist organisation, which 
led an armed resistance fight and 
against all democrats and progressive 
humans. 

Our land was occupied by im¬ 
perialism and the fascist state was the 
medium. The anti-imperialist, anti-oli¬ 
garchic revolution will put an end to 
this bloodstucking and exploiting sys¬ 
tem, a revolutionary-democratic go¬ 
vernment will than take over the 
place. 


struggle between the defenders and the 
offenders of the revolution will be in¬ 
evitable. In accordance with the power 
structure within and out of the land, 
the struggle can take different courses. 

5) The people's parliament will be 
the representative and decisive body 
of the people. The members of the 
parliament will be elected by free elec¬ 
tions. The people are able to vote 
them out by elections at every time. 

6) The people's democracy will be 
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based on the people's right to vote, 
control and vote out all organiza¬ 
tions. But this has nothing to do with 
the bourgeois demoracy knd shall not 
serve a bourgeois party to win the po¬ 
wer. It means that the people are rul¬ 
ing by themselves. The Workers' 
Party will have the leading role in the 
anti-imperialist, anti-oligarchic re¬ 
volution. Only those parties that had 
taken place within the revolutionary 
popular front will take part in the 
people's democracy according with 
their potential. 

7) The Revolutionary Popular 
Power (RPP) will hand over the 
people and its organized forces the 
control of the media. The media will 
create useful cultural and educative 
programs and activities for the re¬ 
volution and the people. The social 
organizations of the people will 
support the activities. 

8) The RPP will lift all hindraces 
to organize the people. All levels of 
society, the workers, peasants, civil 
servants, women, youth will get the 
right to organize, develop and defend. 

9) All counter-revolutionary orga¬ 
nizations and activities will be punish¬ 
ed. The oligarchic and imperialist po¬ 
wers will not remain in freedom. 

10) All heads of state who were in 
debt to the revolution, all oppressors 
of the people, torturers, civil fascists 
and spys of imperialism will be 
punished. 

11) All other political prisoners 
will get their freedom. Also to the ci¬ 
vilian prisoners an amnesty will be 
granted, because their crimes were 
caused by poverty, capitalism or the 
despicable culture. They shall be 
included in society for one more time. 

b) The Defence of the People and 
the Revolutionary People's Army 

1) The former fascist army serving 
for the advantages of the oligarchy 
and imperialism will be dissolved by 
the RPP, also all institutions of Na¬ 
tional Security, state security service, 
the police, counter-guerillas, etc. The 
armed people will defend the re¬ 
volution and the people outwardly and 
inwards. 

2) Not only the armed people will* 
take over the defence, but also the Re¬ 
volutionary People's Army that had 
become stronger during the re¬ 
volutionary struggle. The People's 
Army will win the power through the 
people. It will have the task of de¬ 
fending the people's power against 
counter-revolutionary sabotages. 

3) The Revolutionary People's 
Army will be subordinated to a re¬ 
volutionary discipline and not to a 
slavery. Its task will be to serve for 
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the benefits of the revolution and 
internationalism. 

4) The Revolutionary People's 
Army will not be consuming but pro¬ 
ductive. Without neglecting its main 
task the Revolutionary People's Army 
will take part in political instructions 
and will live together with the people. 

5) As long as the imperialism will 
rule over other people and develops 
his army technological, the Revolu¬ 
tionary People's Army will also be ac¬ 
quaint to technological advances. 

6) The Revolutionary People's 
Army constitues a special organi¬ 
zation of the armed people. The 
organizations of the international se¬ 
curity also originate from the armed 
people. 

c) International Relationships and 
Foreign Policy 

The dependence on imperialism in 
political, economic, military and cul¬ 
tural aspects will take an end. The in¬ 
dependence of the land will stand in 
the first place. The international re¬ 
lationship will also persue an 
independent policy. 

1) The relations with the IMF, 
World Bank, OECD that determine 
the economy in the neo-colonies will 
be broken off. 

2) The membership of imperialist 
pacts, firstly the one of NATO, will 
be stopped. No military and financial 
subventions will be accepted. All 
military apparates of the imperialism 
will be confiscated. 

3) The Revolutionary Popular 
Power will live in brotherhood with 
other lands and will not intervene in 
their internal affairs. 

4) According to the relationship 
with other lands, the Revolutionary 
Popular Power will hold the mutual 
respect and advantage in high regard. 

5) The Revolutionary Popular 
Power defends the opinion, that 
"Every land should determine its own 
destiny". 

6) The Revolutionary Popular 
Power oppose the imperialist policy 
of "Share and Rule". The relation 
with Greece will be solved in a 
peaceful way. Both lands will live in 
peace side by side. The 
Revolutionary Popular Power will try 
to achieve, that both lands will use the 
Aegean Sea. 

7) The Revolutionary Popular 
Power will oppose, that Cyprus will 
become an imperialist aerial base. The 
Turkish Army will be pulled back of 
Cyprus. The Revolutionary People's 
Army will support to build an "in¬ 
dependent and democratic Cyprus", 
where the Greece and the Turkish 
people will live brotherly. The 


Revolutionary Popular Power will 
defend the island as a part of its land. 

8) The Revolutionary Popular 
Power will show solidarity to the 
lands that are ruled by an anti-imperi¬ 
alist and socialist government and to 
the national wars of liberation and 
progressive proletarian organizations 
in capitalist lands. The Revolutionary 
Popular Power will persue 
brotherhood with other people. 

9) The Revolutionary Popular 
Power will oppose the world policy of 
imperialism. According to interna¬ 
tional policy the Revolutionary Po¬ 
pular Power will oppose the conser¬ 
vative policy of the imperialism. The 
RPP knows, that the world peace can 
only be achieved by abolishing the im¬ 
perialist system. Therefore it will sup¬ 
port all wars of independence against 
imperialism. 

10) The RPP will build a military 
base against imperialism and will de¬ 
fend and practice internationalism. 

d) The National Issue 

For years the ruling classes denied 
the existence of the Kurdish people 
and didn't miss any attempt to 
exterminate them. 

All the revolts of the Kurdish 
people for national demands were op¬ 
pressed by terror. The ruling classes 
tried to put an end to the existence of 
them with appropriate laws and a 
policy of cultural assimilation. Under 
these circumstances it is the task of the 
Marxist-Leninists to remove the dis¬ 
trust between the people with a com¬ 
mon resistance, to fight against nat¬ 
ional oppression and imperialism un¬ 
der the leadership of the proletariat. 
The success of the revolutionary 
struggle depends on the fight against 
imperialism, but also against chauvin¬ 
ism and the nationalism of the op¬ 
pressed people at the same time 
creating a trust among the two 
peoples. 

The anti-imperialist, anti-oligar¬ 
chic revolution will put an end to the 
ruling of the oligarchy and abolish the 
social reasons for national oppression. 

1) Based on the free self-deter¬ 
mination of the people the RPP will 
solve the national issue in a revolu¬ 
tionary way. The Kurdish people will 
determine their own destiny (including 
separatism) 

2) The RPP defends- keeping the 
right of the nations for self-deter- 
mination-;the uniting of the nations 
rather than the separation. If states 
be separated this situation shakes the 
relationships inbetween the peoples 
and weakens them against imperi¬ 
alism. To clear away the economic 
and technological backlogs and to 



reach real equal rights among the 
states a central state will be the re¬ 
volutionary solution. It will be an ad¬ 
vantage for both states when they 
build a united power against 
imperialism. 

3) But if the Kurdish nation will 
build an independent state, the RPP 
will only support them, when this 
does not cause disadvantage for the 
proletarians of both people and a 
profit for imperialism. 

4) The RPP will take all necessary 
measures for the economic, political, 
cultural and social development of the 
Kurdish People. To abolish the dis¬ 
crimination by the earlier system the 
Kurdish regions will have priority in 
measures for economic and cultural 
improvement. 

5) The RPP will guarantee the na¬ 
tional minorities (Arabians, Armen¬ 
ians, Circessians, Georgians, Lazes 
etc.) their cultural and social rights 


The anti-imperialist, anti-oligar¬ 
chic revolution will put an end to the 
economic dominance of imperialism 
and oligarchy, because they are the 
hindraces of the development of pro¬ 
ductive forces necessary for upswing. 
All finance sources will serve for the 
peoples and the free development of 
productive forces. 

The RPP develops a system on the 
bases of creating heavy industry, 
which will supply the economy to 
stand on its feet. The tax system will 
be arranged considering the wages, it 
will be made possible for all the 
humans to live in comfort and the 
national income will raise. The RPP 
will put an end to exploitation and 
create the prerequisites for a socialist 
economic system to realize the 
ultimate liberation. 

The RPP is the transitional go¬ 
vernment between capitalism and so¬ 
cialism. During this transitional stage 
steps towards socialism must be taken. 
For the transition can not be material¬ 
ized immidiately, the socialist econo¬ 
mic system must be introduced step by 
step. The socialist character of the 
economy will gain importance accord¬ 
ing to the increase in the role of the 
proletariat in the revolution.This 
means that the small sectors of pro¬ 
duction can exist for some time. 

a) Industry and trade 

1) All factories, firms, banks, mo¬ 
vable and not movable goods of the 
oligarchy and imperialism will be 
confiscated. 


and the preservation of their language 
and culture. 

6) The RPP will take actions 
against those, who reduce the revolu¬ 
tionary solution of the national issue. 
The proletarian will try to win the lo¬ 
wer middle class for the revolutionary 
solution and will fight against national 
prejudice. 

e)Juridisdiction 

The RPP will abolish the earlier 
justice system that did not serve the 
people but only for the imperialism 
and oligarchy and will build a new sy¬ 
stem serving to make progress in the 
revolution and the people. 

1) The people will take part in the 
new jurisdication, build a new justice 
system that guarantees the 
participation of the people. 

2) The new mechanism will charge 
the guilts, problems occuring between 
the peoples on the bases of 
revolutionary values, social rights. 

B) THE ECONOMIC SECTOR 

2) All the relationships to the ex¬ 
ploiting organs of the imperialism 
(World Bank, OECD, IMF) and to the 
EEC will be broken off. All debts to 
imperialist states and banks will be 
annuled. 

3) All factories and properties of 
the oligarchy and imperialism will be 
nationalized. 

4) The RPP will give the control 
about the confiscated sectors of pro¬ 
duction to the proletariat. The produc¬ 
tion must be realized with the socialist 
consciousness of the people's benefit. 
Counter-revolutionary activities, spe¬ 
culations will be forbidden. The small 
and private production unites will be 
used to meet the necessary re¬ 
quirements of the planned economy. 

5) The production will be carried 
out according the intentions formed by 
the RPP. Therefore the support of the 
heavy industry will take an important 
place. The production of consumer 
goods adapted to the people's 
necessities won't be neglected. 

6) To make a planned upswing 
possible a brothery solidarity with the 
socialist countries must be entered, all 
ways, which can endanger the inde¬ 
pendence of the country, must be 
stopped. Under the control of the RPP 
economic relationship that will not 
demand the dependence to developing 
capitalist states, will be entered. 

7) All private and nationalized 
banks of the earlier time will be trans¬ 
formed to the National Bank. The 
National Bank will meet the 
necessities of the planned economy, 


3) The new system intends that a 
dictatorship shall be built about the 
counter revolutionaries and that they 
will be punished. 

4) The trials will be free of cost 
and the defence of the accused will be 
guaranteed. 

5) All persons, who are accused of 
offences will be educated to product¬ 
ive and thinking humans and be in¬ 
cluded in the society. The prisons will 
not give any harm to the personality 
of the humans. Inhumane measures 
will be forbidden. The guilty ones 
will be set free after a period of 
education not regarding the time 
remained for them to stay in and 
human life will be made possible. The 
punishments given will not oppose 
human dignity. All signs of the earlier 
system tortures and hurting Human 
Rights will be covered over. 


production and agriculture. 

8) The foreign trade will be con¬ 
trolled by the people's power, the do¬ 
mestic trade will be formed according 
to the people's needs. Profiteering, 
speculations black market will be 
forbidden and punished. 

9) The small middle class produc¬ 
tion plants that will serve for benefits 
of the people, produce according to 
the planned economy and protect the 
workers' interests will not be 
prosecuted. 

10) The small production plants, 
merchants and traders will be united 
and supported in cooperations 
collective unites. 

b) Agriculture and Cattle 
Breeding 

1) All the plots of land and means 
of production of the big landowners 
will be confiscated (the sizes of the 
plots of land will be calculated accord¬ 
ing to the present circumstances) . 

2) In respect of the national 
character, the landless farmers will get 
plots of land. A widespread land re¬ 
form has to be realized. 

3) The capitalist agricultural plants 
will be confiscated and put under the 
control of the country proletarians, 
who will build great agricultural units, 
which will be also controled by the 
country proletariat and will be trans¬ 
formed to a socialist production with 
the time. 

4) The distributions of the plots of 
land and the collective production will 
run parallel. 
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5) The plots of land that are dis¬ 
tributed by the RPP must not be sold 
of signed over to somebody else. 

6) It will be forbidden to lease 
estates, they will belong to those who 
will develop them . 

7) The debts and mortgages of the 
farmers to the big landowners will be 
annul ed. 

8) To modernize the agriculture 
and to raise the yields, agricultural 
machines will be provided for a col¬ 
lective use, seeds will be sold cheaply. 
The prices will be adapted to the 
people's income. The state will take 
on the primary social service. 

9) Barren grounds will be prepared 
for new use. For this, special projects 
will be realized. 


10) The pastures, cattles and yields 
of the big landowners will be confis¬ 
cated and given to the agricultural 
unites. 

11) Cattle Breeding will be sup¬ 
ported by cheap fodder and partici¬ 
pation in the collective units. 

c) Mineral Resources 

1) To use and to manage all the 
mineral resources will be under the 
supervision of the RPP the permission 
given to the imperialist monopolies in 
searching mines in the earlier times, 
will be annuled. 

2) "The forest is the people's pro¬ 
perty", therefore the farmers will use 
the forests and their products. 

3) The natural products of the sea 
and lakes will be controlled, all capi¬ 


talist plants will be confiscated, profi¬ 
teering stopped. The collective units 
will take over the control and split the 
small fishing plants into units. 

d) The Coasts and Natural 
Beauties 

1) It will be forbidden to use the 
beaches only as attractive places for 
the tourists. The constructions, which 
ruin the natural beauties will be avoid¬ 
ed. So the beaches will be open for the 
people, the tourist firms will be 
confiscated. 

2) Assuming that the natural beau¬ 
ties belong to the whole humanity, the 
destruction of them through capitalism 
will be avoided. Plans to defend them 
will be prepared. 


C) THE SOCIAL SECTOR AND THE CLASSES 


In the nowadays oligarchic system 
trade unions, organizations instituted 
for the working people's interests 
have lost their functions or do not 
exist any longer. 

The people have no secure future 
and live in poverty. Unemployment, 
being unable to afford vitally needs of 
consuming goods, drives poor human 
to larcency and social deppression. 
Those who had found a possibility to 
work are not able to fill their sto- 
maches or pay their rents with the 
ridiculous wages. 

The working class, the leading for¬ 
ce of the revolution has not any ad¬ 
vantages in the present system. For 
they have no security, they are not 
organized in trade-unions, because 
they frighten to lose their jobs. To ex¬ 
ploit the proletarians, the political 
rulers freeze the wages and lift the in¬ 
flation, taxes and prices for 
consuming products. These all happen 
to fill the cashes of the employers and 
to finance their lives in luxury. 

Millions of people who could not 
find a job created new "jobs":pedlars, 
porters, servants etc.. On this way 
millions of people managed to sur¬ 
vive. These millions of people have 
no security and are confronted with an 
unsure tomorrow. 

Compared with impoverished hu¬ 
mans the situation of the petit- 
bourgeoisie of the cities can be des¬ 
cribed as better. This class consisting 
of civil servants, small-business emp¬ 
loyers, office-workers, doctors, advo¬ 
cates have some weak bounds to the 
regime, but in general are dissatisfied. 
The impoverished ones are on the side 
of the proletariat and socialism. Only 
a small part that had managed the ad¬ 
vancement defends the continuance of 
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this system. 

The middle-bourgeoisie or the 
bourgeoisie, which has not become a 
part of the monopolization, have an¬ 
other situation: Because they have lost 
most of their fortunes to monopoly 
bourgeoisie and imperialism, they try 
to level out this losses by exploiting 
the workers. The workers are under¬ 
paid and lack security in any ways. 
Therefore workers are used to be 
taken on and to be dismissed within a 
short time. Although this class is able 
to stay on her feet by the brutal 
exploitation of workers, she has lost 
the mission as a representative of the 
independent capitalism. In spite of the 
conflicts with the oligarchy and im¬ 
perialism, she holds on to this system. 
Only a small part in the danger of fal¬ 
ling to the petit-bourgeoisie will per¬ 
haps support the revolution, the main 
part certainly will remain unpolitical. 

Through the development of capi¬ 
talism in the agriculture and the ca¬ 
pitalist and nationalized landgoods the 
numbers of landworkers has raised. 
But they have to manage without any 
social security and organization. Most 
of them depend on capitalist em¬ 
ployers or big landowners and there¬ 
fore work for them. 

In Turkey, the petit-bourgeoisie of 
country is widespread. They have 
enough plots of land and production 
goods to earn their living and are ex¬ 
ploited in many ways. Because of the 
low prices for agricultural goods and 
high taxes for the production goods 
the merchants, big landowners, pro¬ 
fiteers and banks oppress and exploit 
them. So the petit-bourgeois of both 
the countries and cities experience the 
period of poverishment and participa¬ 
tion in the ranks and files of pro¬ 


letarian. Most part of this class are 
dissatisfied. Except for a small part 
that had managed advancement, they 
will take part in the proletarians and 
revolution. It is even possible to win 
the small peasants, the part of the lo¬ 
wer middle-class for socialism. 

The land middle-class and the big 
farmers earn their lives by exploiting 
the landworkers. But they are in con¬ 
flict with the monopoly bourgeoisie 
and big landowners. In spite of these 
conflicts, except for a minority, they 
will not support the revolution. 

All these levels are exploited by 
the oligarchy and imperialism. The 
precipice among the people and the 
oligarchy becomes deeper day by day. 
This social precipice is to be seen with 
poverty, descended morality, in the 
prostitution, criminality. 

The anti-imperialist, anti-oligar¬ 
chic revolution will overthrow this 
social picture. The RPP will take all 
the measures for the social, cultural 
and economic development of the 
people. 

a) The Classes 

1) The RPP will eliminate the po¬ 
litical and economic organizations of 
the oligarchy (TUSIAD, TISK, 
TOBB, TZOB) and will prohibit lock¬ 
out in the existing capitalist factories. 

2) The RPP will take all necessary 
measures to give the working class, 
the vanguard class of the anti-oli¬ 
garchic, anti-imperialist revolution, 
the control about the production and 
distribution in the factories, mines, 
electric power stations, the capitalist 
and nationalized land goods. Accord¬ 
ing to the wages the RPP will realize 
a policy that offers the workers the 
possibility to develop in cultural and 



material aspects. The proletarians will 
have the possibility in trade-unions 
and economically. The work time will 
be the shortest compared with the 
whole day. The workers will get the 
possibilities of cultural development. 
To offer the workers a security, the 
workers will have the right to strike, 
those, who are unable to work, will 
lead a human life. Measures to 
prevent the emigration of the workers 
abroad will be taken. Child labour 
will be forbidden. Landless farmers 
will get plots of land. The obtaining 
of production goods and credits will 
be subventioned. 

3) Millions of unemployed and im¬ 
poverished humans will work in small 
or big factories in the cities. The se¬ 
curities of those, who can not find a 
work will be guaranteed by National 
Insurance. 

4) The debts of the lower middle- 
class to the state, banks and firms will 
be annuled. Small factories will be 
subventioned. (by favorable credits, 
cheap production goods). They will 
get the right to organize, cooperative 
unions will be supported. 

5) The freelances (doctors, writers, 
engineers) and intellectuals who works 
for the benefits of the people will be 
supported. For this the necessary 
institutions will be built. The 
intellectuals will play an important 
role creating the socialist human, 
because they are a part of the struggle 
and of the formation of the future 
society. 

b) The Youth 

The RPP will use all the pos¬ 
sibilities to educate the youth to 
productive and revolutionary humans 
because they symbolize the future. 

1) There will be built youth orga¬ 
nizations to deal with their problems 
and to offer them the possibility of 
taking part in leading the land. The 
prerequisites for international rela¬ 
tionships with revolutionary 
organizations. 

2) The youth will have the right 
for active vote after the age 18, the 
passive right to vote at the age of 21. 

3) The education of the youth will 
be one of the most important part of 
the policy of the RPP. The 
institutions of education of the youth 
shall be created by the participation of 
the youth and its organizations. 

4) The cultural, economic and 
physical education aims to create pro¬ 
ductive, dynamic patriotic revolut¬ 
ionaries believing in the fratemality of 
world peoples. They will get the 
possibilities of further education. 

c) The Women 


1) The economic, political, social 
and traditional pressure upon the wo¬ 
men will be abolished. They shall take 
an important, productive, creative 
place within the society. Their role as 
human of second class will be 
stopped. 

2) The education, uniting and 
function of the women will be sup¬ 
ported to take a place in the leadership 
of the land. 

3) The exploiting of the women 
basing on sexuality will be abolished. 

4) In all sectors of society men and 
women will have equal rights. The so¬ 
cial conditions to liberate the women 
from their role as unpaid slaves in the 
house hold will be realized. 

5) It will not be allowed to use the 
women as advertising medium. The 
birthplaces of prostitution will be eli¬ 
minated, the economic and social rea¬ 
sons for prostitution will be abolished. 
The capitalist morality that humiliate 
women and show them as subject of 
sexual satisfaction will be abolished. 
Instead of this a morality basing on 
respect and love will be introduced. 

6) All the feudal-traditional 
thoughts that reduce the further educa¬ 
tion of the women will be opposed. 
Democratization of the family will be 
reached. 

7) The present judgement of the fa¬ 
mily basing on the cultural and moral 
concepts of the society will exist with 
its positive elements. But the 
patriarchal and exploiting relation¬ 
ships will be broken off, the economic 
emancipation of the members of the 
family will be facilitated. In the new 
society the personal uses are equal to 
the social uses, and the family will 
build a small unit of this society that 
will be supported. 

8) The duties as a mother, like 
bringing up children, are recognized 
as duties of the society. Therefore 
nursery schools, homes etc will be es¬ 
tablished. The woman will take a 
place in the production plants, their 
duties in the houshold will fall. 

d) The Education 

To establish the social and political 
changes the education is of great im¬ 
portance. In this regard the RPP will 
practice a policy that aims the de¬ 
velopment of the productive forces 
and the creation of the socialist 
human. Therefore: 

1) After abolishing the conser¬ 
vative and fascist education system a 
patriotic revolutionary education sys¬ 
tem will be formed. Everyone will get 
the possibility to be educated in his 
mother language. 

2) Campaigns will be taken 


through to teach the people reading 
and writing. The people will be 
educated in many ways and realize the 
essence of the new society. 

3) The compulsary school at¬ 
tendance will be introduced and have 
its legal tender until the second 
modem school. 

4) Private schools or lessons that 
would mean a privilege in education 
will be abolished. The education will 
be free of cost. 

5) The education (in the country 
and in the cities) will base on scien¬ 
tific research. The education at all 
schools and universities will aim the 
benefits of the new society. According 
to this, new programs will be formed. 

6) The education will be regarded 
as a complexity consisting of diverse, 
technical, physical and psychological 
components. 

7) Every young person will have 
the right to an academic education. 
The universities will be new organized 
to serve the people, not the exploiting 
classes. At the universities the child¬ 
ren of workers and farmers will have 
priority. 

e) Health Service and Social 
Security 

For the RPP the health of the 
humans is very important. Therefore 
the health issue and social security are 
to be consolidated in their basic ele¬ 
ments. For this aim: 

1) Human's health regarded as an 
economic factor in capitalism will 
stand upon all the others. Services of 
the Health service will be free of cost. 
This will be one of the basic tasks of 
the RPP. 

2) There will be everywhere 
schoolings to consolidate health consc¬ 
iousness. Adapted to the circums¬ 
tances, hospitals will be built every¬ 
where. First there will be built certain 
hospitals for studying medicine. Pro¬ 
grams to educate medical personal will 
be constructed. The numbers of the 
orderlys and nurses will be extended. 

3) Firms producing pharmaceutics 
will be nationalized. Medicines will 
be handed to the people free of cost. 

4) For the working people social 
security will be guaranteed, and to 
those, who are unable to work, human 
living conditions must be offered. It 
will be the task of the RPP to look af¬ 
ter those who had become unable to 
work during the revolutionary 
struggle 

5) The use of child labour will be 
forbidden. Children that are at school 
shall not work besides. The RPP will 
construct a special nutritional place 
for pupils and youngers. 
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6) The RPP will take care that 
everybody will have a domicile that 
will not be harmful for the health. For 
this the necessary devices will be put 
disposal. The present ghettos will be 
planned in a new way or substituted 
by new domiciles. 

7) Luxury domiciles of the oli¬ 
garchy will be confiscated. The build¬ 
ing contractors will be nationalized 
and serve the benefits of the people 
after being new organized. 

8) Means of transport (trains, 
ships, aeroplanes) and their firms will 
be nationalized. After transforming 
the transport system the transports 
will be free of cost. 


9) Assuming that relaxation is very 
important for the people, health re¬ 
sorts will be built for the people. The 
working people will get enough time 
for relaxation. 

10) Plants that damage the envir¬ 
onment will be forbidden. Environ¬ 
mental protection is an important fac¬ 
tor of the Health Service, therefore in 
industry all measures will be taken to 
protect environment. Environment 
protection will also be included in 
education and schooling. 

11) Families suffering from coun¬ 
ter-revolutionary attacks will get the 
assessment of damage. 

j) Sports 


D) THE CULTURAL SECTOR 


Imperialism had carried out a sys- 
temetical "cosmopolitan” culture in 
order to degenerate the national and 
labourer people's culture. 

For years in Turkey a propaganda 
is made that stirs the enmity among 
the Turkish and the Soviet people and 
the Greeks and among the national mi¬ 
norities. This policy praised as "Nat¬ 
ional thinking" by the oligarchy had 
nothing to do with national thinking. 
It was nothing else than chauvinist 
policy. 

The oligarchy had opened way to 
the despicable cosmopolitan culture of 
imperialism. With TV, radio etc. they 
tried to bring the people to the same 
guidelines. 

And the oligarchy didn't forget to 
use the religion. For oligarchy the re¬ 
ligion is a mean to hinder the people 
of developing. So they established 
many religious education schools and 
Koran schools. Religion was used as a 
mean of exploitation. 

By keeping traditional customs, 
patriarchal forms and the believe in 
destiny the oligarchy wants to prevent 
that the people criticizes the system. 
They teach the people that nobody is 
created equal and so equality isn't 
possible. 

The oligarchy even uses the 
history for this fascist propaganda. So 
all class struggles are defined as 


"popular struggle", all revolts of the 
Turkish history are shown as 
"barbarity", the suppression of these 
revolts as "heroic deeds"". 

To realize this policy all oligarchic 
institutions were used. 

From the primary school to 
university this policy is drummed into 
the pupils heads. Millions of pupils 
are poisened with this policy. The 
RPP will follow a policy of 
democratic-revolutionary culture that 
aims the creation of the socialist 
human. The culture of bourgeoisie and 
individualism will be abolished. 

a) Culture and art 

1) The RPP will take all measures 
to realize a revolutionary and patriotic 
policy of culture. All the education 
from the youngest to the oldest will 
aim this. The hegemony of imperial¬ 
istic culture will be broken off. 

2) All cultural institutions support¬ 
ing national and chauvinist thinking 
propaganda will be forbidden. 

3) The cultures of all people, e.g. 
the folklore culture, the works of art 
of all people will be protected. On this 
way a cultural variety will be formed. 
All historical objects that were in the 
ownership of imperialism will be 
brought back. They shall not lose their 
historical worth and meaning. 

4) Culture and art will not be the 
privileges of the intellectuals, they

Especiallly the cultural 
inter-changes among the Kurdish and 
Turkish people will support the libe¬ 
ration and unity of these two people. 

6) The socialization of cultural 
work will be one of the aims. 

b) Freedom of Worship 

1) The RPP will guarantee every¬ 
body his freedom of worship. The 
RPP regards worship as an individual 
concern. 

2) The RPP will forbid all institu¬ 
tions that use religion to build a 
conservative theocratic state. 

3) The RPP will guarantee every¬ 
body the free persuance of his 
religion. 

c) Honour of the Victims 

1) The RPP maintain the memories 
of those, who dies in the workers' war 
of liberation. Their heir, courage and 
determination will remain immortal 
for the people. 

2) Within the whole population the 
RPP will spread to honour those, who 
died in the struggle against im¬ 
perialism and oligarchy. 

3) The RPP will look after the 
families of the victims, they will have 
priority. 


AND WE DECLARE: 

The independence of Turkey without exploitation, the brotherhood among the people is only to be reached under the 
RPP. The united people's war under the leadership of the proletarians, the establishment of the RPP are the only way to 
lead our people to liberation. 

In historical and political aspects this is the mission of the workers. Sooner or later the proletarians will overtake this 
mission. And for this we are fighting.

THE FORCE OF THE PEOPLE AGAINST FASCISM 

IS LEGITIMATE! 


The oligarchy draws a curtain of 
terror on Kurdistan. The cities of 
Kurdistan are under fire by tanks and 
heavy weapons. 

The Kurdish people are screaming, 
because of centuries of terror, torture 
and massacres and being condemned 
for extermination: "Now it is enough, 
I'm here. I'm not dead and will not 
die.". They are longing for freedom 
and to take a stand for their identity. 
Therefore, they are driven to 
stadiums, their houses are being 
bombed, plundered, being burned, 
people are terrorized by aeroplanes. 


It is a declaration of war; it is part 
of the declaration of war against the 
peoples of Turkey by fascism. 

The total war of fascism against 
the people, which has been planned 
for months, started on the day of 
Newroz 1992. The attacks, which 
started in Kurdistan, are confronting 
all peoples of Turkey and have the 
goal, to suffocate the revolutionary 
struggle with blood and terror. 

The police, army and gendarmy 
units or so called "security forces" 
were changed to execution squads by 
the call for "vendetta". The massacres, 


executions on the street, the disap¬ 
pearance of people without any legal 
grounds define the legal conscience of 
this state. The security forces and the 
justice itself are forming the counter¬ 
guerilla. 

The commanders in chief of this 
war against the people are Demi- 
rel,Inonii and Ozal. 

THE GOVERNMENT OF DYP- 
SHP IS NOT DEMOCRATIC NOR 
DOES IT WANT REFORMS, BUT 
IT IS A MILITARY GOVERNMENT 
AGAINST PEOPLES. 


OUR ACTIONS ARE AGAINST THOSE WHO MASSACRE THE PEOPLE 


In our bulletin no 48 of 18th of 
March, we underlined, that the policy 
of massacres by the government leads 
to nowhere. We also mentioned 
clearly, what our position will be if 
this policy does not have an end: "We 
will continue the executions of those 
responsible for these measures and of 
torturers." 

A war was declared against the 
people and Turkey became an arena of 
war. We could not keep quiet any 
longer. In front of this policy and the 
massacres our fighters did the fol¬ 
lowing actions. 

On March 20, 1992, at Izmir Buca: 

A patrol car with a team of the 
Anti-Terror Department, which is an 
important centre for the tortures, was 
ambushed by our fighters. In the de¬ 
stroyed car died the superintendant 
Sakir Ozgan and the policemen Su¬ 
leyman Ersin, another torturer in the 
car, Ahmet Ali Solak was seriously 
wounded. This team destroyed by our 
fighters was of great importance for 
us. During the raid on the 9th of April 
1991, which was carried out by the 
Anti-Terror Department, two of our 
members in the SDB (Armed 
Revolutionary Units) were killed by 
these murderers. The operation, 
during which our comrades Olcay 
UZUN and Faruk BAYRAKQI were 
killed, was led by commissioner 
S.Ozgan and S.Ercin and A.Solak 
were two killers who joined the 


operation. Our obligation to Olcay 
and Faruk has not yet finished. 

On March 20, 1992, at Istanbul: 

The police stations of Karakoy and 
Omektepe were blown up. 

At Izmir: 

The office of the municipal autho¬ 
rity in Karsiyaka and the police station 
of Omekkoy have been the destination 
of a bomb attack. 

At Bursa: 

The headquarter of the governor 
and the bureau of the municipal autho¬ 
rity in Orhangazi and the police sta¬ 
tion of Carsi were blown up. 

At Adana: 

Bombs have been placed in the po¬ 
lice stations Istasyon and Baglar. 

On March 23, 1992, at Istanbul: 

A rocket was fired on the police 
station in Fatih/Carsamba, which be¬ 
cause of a fault hit the neighboring 
building. We are very sorry about this 
unwelcome mishap and apologize the 
inhabitants of the affected apartment. 
It is a great luck that nobody was hurt. 
At Adana: 

The regional office of inspection 
of the police head quarter was blown 
up. 

At Izmir: 

Our fighters fired at the police sta¬ 
tion at Ufuk. Three policemen were 
wounded. 

At Bursa: 

Our fighters bombarded the police 
station Sehit Serafettin Yilmaz. There 


was an exchange of fire with the team 
within the station and three policemen 
were wounded. The statement of the 
police after this action (two wounded 
militants were arrested) is not true. As 
always, the police got into a panic du¬ 
ring armed clashs and opened fire at 
innocent bystanders to betray the pub¬ 
lic. During this action none of our 
fighters was wounded, nor we lost any 
weapon. The so called "wounded mi¬ 
litants" are innocent bystanders of the 
population. 

On March 24, 1992, at Istanbul: 

Our fighters fired at the car of a 
police team. Two policemen were 
wounded. 

On March 24, 1992: 

By an attack against the bus of the 
MIT (National Intelligence Agency), 
which transported 35 members of the 
MIT, the MIT-Major Adnan Gursuer 
and Mevliit Yilmaz were killed and 
seven other members of the MIT were 
wounded. The MIT, which plans all 
attacks against the people and 
revolutionaries behind closed doors 
and cares for the carrying out, who 
tries to carry out these activities under 
strongest secrecy, will become the aim 
for our destroying attacks from now 
on more often. It will not help them to 
keep their buildings, cars and 
identities secret, because we got the 
power to uncover his camouflage and 
to punish them. It did not help them 
during our action to camouflage its 
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bus as one of the DSI (Waterworks) 
and its members as the employees of 
the DSI, to escape from revolutionary 
justice. From now on we will find his 
centres, bases and bureaus, at which 
doors have different names as 
camouflage and we will attack these 
nests hostile to the people. It will not 
help to change the number plates of 
the cars permanently or to change 
their routes. Anyway they are 
condemned to live among the people 


where we are with our organized 
power. They can't save themselves by 
keeping their identity secret and 
isolated from everybody 
On March 25, 1991, at Adana: 

One of the chiefs of the headquar¬ 
ter, Erdogan Citak, was followed in 
his car from home and attacked by our 
fighters with injuring him severely. 
During this action his driver and 
body-guard, the policeman Hayri 
Buyukdogan was killed. 


At Ankara: 

One of the patrol cars, that terrori¬ 
zes the people in the streets and exorts 
protection money, was surprised in a 
cafe in Tuzlucayir by our fighters. 
During this action the policeman Yuk- 
sel Aslan was killed and three others 
were wounded. This patrol was not a 
usual one, they organized an agents- 
network in the area and belonged to 
the "civil research teams", which do 
shadowing actions. 


OUR ACTIONS WILL CARRY ON WIDESPREAD AND STRONGER 


Against the war oligarchy carries 
out towards peoples and revolutiona¬ 
ries, our actions will be held on 
widespread, stronger, their contents 
and targets will be extended. 

Until today we cared about not 
causing many deaths. But we may not 
pay the same care anymore, from now 
on. Innocent, disinterested, disin- 
volved persons from the public are 
still not our targets. And we will still 
pay the maximum attention in order 
not to give them any harm during the 
conspiration and carrying out of our 
actions. Yet, while punishing the 
guilty ones, the responsible ones, 
while causing blows in the basic in¬ 
stitutions of the state, we will not de- 
strict the quantity or the scale of the 
targets that must be destroyed and the 
damage to be given. 

- We will continue our actions aimed 
at imperialism. We will go on aiming 
at economic, diplomatic, politic, mi¬ 
litary represantations, bases, centers 
of imperialism in our country and 
foreign, local persons serving for im¬ 
perialism. We regard aiming at the re- 
presantatives of imperialist soverignity 
in our country as to be necessary not 
only for our people's struggle but also 
for the struggle of world's peoples. 
Under no circumstances we will neg¬ 
lect this national and international 
task. 

- Monopoly bourgeosie, collaborator 
of imperialism and monopolies are 
one of the inevitable targets of our 
revolutionary force. These are the 
exact owners of the policies against 
people and revolutionaries. They add 
profits over their profits above the 
blood of peoples, they are fed by the 
sweat and blood of labourer classes, 
whose rights are totally grasped. This 
parasite band, giving our country's 
sources as a present to imperialism 
will worry from now on more, for 
their personal comfort being upset, 
their economical benefit getting 
harmed and for their life security by 
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our stronger and more frequent 
actions. 

- The big land owners, who are trea¬ 
ting the labourers, peasants as slaves, 
being a part of the ruling classes the 
real owners of the regime, will appear 
to be the targets for our bombs and 
barrels. Our actions against these pa¬ 
rasite classes, who are ; the cause of 
each type of reactionary affair; the re- 
presantatives of the feudal exploitation 
in our country, will be the voice of 
landless peasants at the same time. 

- Profiteers and big merchants, who 
grasp the labour of peoples, sources of 
this country without a single effort, 
are also included in our targets. These 
exploiters, who ensure finance for 
state's warfare with what they gain 
from people; who make every method 
supply for state's torturers, murderers 
for the sake of their regime, will give 
account for shedding people's blood. 

- Bourgeois parties; restricting their 
programmes within the contents of 
ruling classes' interests; established 
for the policies of oppression against 
people are also among our targets. 
Especially, competent ones of DYP- 
SHP, who are continuing to commit 
guilts besides each type of demagogy, 
are responsible for all perpetrations 
with their Council of Ministers and 
parliamentarians. They will not be 
able to give account for that much 
blood shed, that much oppression with 
their demagogies of "democracy" and 
"human rights". 

- No matter if they are not on power; 
all other bourgeois parties supporting, 
approving today's policies directed 
towards people, will also be aimed by 
our revolutionary force. 

- Army; the striking force of warfare 
policies; materialising the 12th. 
March, 12th. September coup d'6tats 
for the sake of ruling class, imperialist 
interests; establishing juntas is among 
our targets with its generals, fascist 
officers. Though there is not a con¬ 
stituted martial law in Kurdistan 
today, Army is involved in the terror 


and massacre policy being carried out 
against people. The Army generals, 
commanders must never ignore that 
they will be accounted for these mas¬ 
sacres they perpetrate by over border 
interventions, commando groups, 
tanks and armoured units. 

Though it seems as if unconnected, 
gendarmy is also involved in mas¬ 
sacre-terror policies directed to people 
and forms the striking force. Gen¬ 
darmy brutality, which marked the hi¬ 
story of the republic, is today domi¬ 
nant in countries and cities, acting en¬ 
riched with counter-guerilla methods. 
Gendarmy, which is organized exactly 
due to a warfare function against 
people with its informer-spy circles, 
agents, forms the oligarchy's inner 
war army force together with Army 
and police. The last example for this 
is experienced in Malatya-Akcadag. A 
spy circle in the region was found out 
in the result of an inquiry with spies, 
by a SDB team of us working under 
Kurdistan Regional Commitee and the 
chief of spy organization in the 
region, Kemal Kaplan being arrested, 
was questioned and as the result had 
been sentenced to death for his guilts, 
he commited against people and his 
punishment was carried out. After this 
gendarmy and police started 
operation, entire region was subjected 
to blockade in order to annihilate our 
guerillas. On 27th. of March 1992 our 
members of SDBs under Kurdistan 
Regional Commitee, five Devrimci 
Sol guerillas named: Serafettin SIRIN, 
Sabit ERTURK, Tuncay GEYIK, 
Hasan ERKUS and Mustafa Kemal 
I NAN were martyred with common 
operation of police and gendarmy. For 
the blood flown from our martyr 
comrades fighting for the liberty of 
Kurdish and Turkish peoples, will 
gendarmy and police absolutely be 
accounted. 

- The personnel of MIT, its buildings 
and vehicles without any discrimina¬ 
tion will be the targets of our revolu¬ 
tionary force. The guilts committed 










against people and revolutionaries by 
MIT, whose history consists of; pur¬ 
suing revolutionaries, socialists; of 
tortures; pro vacation and plot arran- 
gings; carrying into effect juntas, are 
much more to be counted. During the 
plotting of 12th. March and 12th 
September coup d'6tats, MIT acted 
from the beginning to the end and was 
directly involved with the massacres 
perpetrated against people and revolu¬ 
tionaries. Especially in all operations 
against THKP/C (Liberty Party Front 
Of Peoples Of Turkey) ending with 
massacres, she is involved. (Murder 
of ten revoluitonaries with Mahir 
QAYAN at Kizildere, murder of Ulas 
BARDAKQI at a house in Amavut- 
koy, murdering Hiiseyin CEVAHIR 
in Maltepe). All the provacations 
directed to revolutionaries are the 
measures of Special War Department 
together with MIT. Burning of the 
Cultural Palace, causing the Marmara 
public ship to sink, and in the recent 
past the efforts to create a chaos 
atmosphere by massacring 
intelectuals, democrats like Bahriye 
UQOK, (Jetin EMEQ, Muammer 
AKSOY, Turan DURSUN, are the 
most important provacative actions of 
these institutions. MIT acts together 
with Special War Department in using 
psychological war methods, publishes 
false articles relevantly, tries to create 
hostility and separating in 


between, among revolutionary organi¬ 
zations. 

MIT holds counter- revolutionary ac¬ 
tivities not only with in the country, 
but also in Middle East and Europe, 
works in cooperation with murder or¬ 
ganizations having fame through 
world's aspects like CIA, MOSSAD 
to hinder the revolutionary struggle of 
peoples of Turkey and peoples of the 
world. With these qualities of her 
MIT is the enemy not only of peoples 
of Turkey and their struggle, but also 
of the entire world’s. And she demon¬ 
strates this hostility of her with the 
guilts she commits. The statements by 
Teoman Roman, permanent underse¬ 
cretary of MIT, before Newroz, decla¬ 
ring the massacre strategy to be fol¬ 
lowed against Kurdish people, indi¬ 
cates very clearly how this organiza¬ 
tion forms a focus of guilt countering 
the revolutionary struggle of peoples 
of Turkey, Middle East and the 
world. 

- All the agent-provacators, spies; 
hindering the revolutionary struggle of 
our peoples; causing harms in strug¬ 
gle, revolutionaries and people, for 
interruptions in the struggle, will not 
prevent themselves of being targets of 
our revolutionary force. The spy 
bands oligarchy tries to form among 
people will absolutely be found out 
and scattered. 

- The "security forces" changing into 


death squads are again our targets. Be¬ 
sides the single torturers, murderers 
also police buildings, managements, 
stations and teams will continue being 
the targets having priority for our 
fighters. 

Police stations, which fear our people 
even to wander around, which live 
mixed with prostitution, gambling, 
land-mafia, bribe will be destroyed by 
our revolutionary force. These tortu¬ 
ring centers, which provides the op¬ 
pression policies against peoples to 
reach at the remotest parts, these for¬ 
ward station-houses of brutality, will 
be stopped by us in their position of 
hindering the people's struggle. 

Police team cars, wandering in the 
streets like bandit groups, collecting 
money by force, taking bribe, kidnap¬ 
ping people, bothering them, without 
any care about who or when, beating, 
taking them under detention and tor¬ 
ture, will be punished by us making 
no discrimination. This vagabond 
band, carrying filth wherever they go, 
wandering around hitting here or there 
in act of disgusting brovada will, from 
the moment, be aimed more frequently 
by our fighters. Anti-Terror Depart¬ 
ments, which are the centers of 
counter-guerilla in big cities will be 
with no question our targets. Each ve¬ 
hicle, building, person that is regist¬ 
ered to this department will be anni¬ 
hilated where noticed and found out. 



In our news bulletin dated 21st 
April, number 50, we published the 
real facts relating to the 16-17th April 
massacre. We mentioned that this mas¬ 
sacre would not make any interrup¬ 
tions in the struggle of Devrimci Sol 
(Revolutionary Left) . We announced 
that our organisation was flexible 
enough to be capable of getting over 
any kind of operation and was able to 
fill missing places. In the same way as 
we said this before, the time has come 
for it to be proved. 

The period after the massacre dis¬ 
played the degree of panic and hel¬ 
plessness of the oligarchy as opposed 
to the power and decisiveness of our 
organisation in this direction. 

The oligarchy wanted open war 
and it is getting its answer. No insti¬ 
tution was ready for this open conflict 


and so the oligarchical state mecha¬ 
nism brought into the open war in a 
clear way the importance of the basic 
method of psychological warfare. 
They try to cover up their fear by psy¬ 
chological warfare, which is based on 
terror, panic, massacres and torture 
and lies and demagogy. 

They wanted war - we have shown 
what the war is like on a small scale. 
Their souls are in such a situation that 
they have begun to shoot at birds 
flying by. Everyday the newspapers 
have begun to be full of news of peo¬ 
ple being shot by police or gendarmes. 
Below is a small index of their terror 
in a list of the crimes they have per¬ 
petrated: 

In April: A car passing a police 
station in Ankara backfired and was 


raked with fire. A pregnant women in 
the car was killed. 

19th April: An eleven .year old 
child called Adem KARGUL, who 
was running away from his house was 
killed by the Kusiik (Jekmece gendar¬ 
mes. 

20th April: In Merter a young 
man, Esref KAPLAN, was shot by 
police. It was announced, that he was 
a criminal, used by Devrimci Sol. 
When we pressed for the real culprits 
they used demagogy and covered it 
up. 

21st Aprihln Adana in Kozan the 
secondary school student Osman Ak- 
bas was shot by a police commander. 

27th April: In Haskoy a student of 
the Imam Hatip Lycee named Cema- 
littin ARIK was shot by a police team. 
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27th April: 3 water carriers at the 
police apartments were fired on by a 
torturer . One of the water carriers 
was deadly wounded (Mehmet Ali 
KARDAS) and one of the other two 
died in hospital on 3rd May. 

In May: On the night of the 8th of 
May in Bursa a young man named 


Tevfik Ozugurlu was hit and killed. 

On the night of 22nd of May in 
Zeytinbumu in Istanbul a young man 
named Serdar TANIS was shot by po¬ 
lice and killed. 

This is a rough list made from 
what has appeared in the press. The 


justification for all these crimes is 
much the same. "I feared they might 
be a terrorist", "he kept coming to¬ 
wards me", "I told him to stop but he 
didn’t" etc. etc. This is the power of 
the state, this is the braveness of the 
death squads. We don't think there's 
any need to say any more. 


THEY FEAR EVEN OUR UNARMED FIGHTERS: THEIR SOLUTION - MORE LIES 


When the death squads of the 
oligarchy approach our fighters' 
bases, almost in every operation they 
become afraid and they perpetrate 
massacres with all kinds of heavy 
weapons and try to cover this up with 
lies and demagogy. 

On the 30th of April when our 
fighters were about to leave the Kur- 
tulus area in Adana and had got rid of 
their documents and arms, Mete AL- 
TAN and the murderous band under 
his command after murdering these 
three comrades, who had no weapons, 
by throwing bombs and heavy ma¬ 
chine gun fire in order to conceal their 
cowardice and murderousness said. 


that many weapons had been found in 
the house and lied, that they had re¬ 
sponded to weapon fire and bombs. 
The true picture was, that this base 
had been abandoned, and a short time 
before the other fighters had carried 
away the weapons and ammunition 
and taken them to the main bases. The 
three comrades, who were making the 
last check on the base apart from their 
bravery and decisiveness had no 
weapons. All our comrades could use 
as weapons were slogans and resi¬ 
stance songs. They went out against 
the enemy, and their honourable resi¬ 
stance was engraved on the walls in 
blood. Comrades Siddik, Esma and 


Guven had no revolvers, guns or 
bombs, but they had hearts, beliefs 
and blood to shed. They fulfilled their 
last mission as revolutionaries. They 
wrote DEVRIMCI SOL on the walls 
and shouted out their belief and bra¬ 
very. They cursed once more the go¬ 
vernment and Mete ALT AN with the 
shout of "murderers" in the name of 
our people. We call on Mete ALT AN 
and the others to prove their fabricated 
lies, that our brave heroic comrades, 
who were crushed, had "weapons and 
bombs". There was not a single wea¬ 
pon there: if they say there were, let 
them be open and prove it, we are 
waiting. 


OUR ACTIONS WILL CONTINUE AGAINST IMPERIALISM AND OLIGARCHY 


We announced our actions before 
and after 16-17th April to public opin¬ 
ion in our Bulletin No. 50 on 21st 
April. We will not allow any shadow 
to be cast on the actions we have made 
or we will make. All the lies and 
demagogy of the oligarchy will not be 
successful. 

Our Actions before 16th- 

17th April: 

/) 31.3.1992, Istanbul, the Giiltepe 
police station for reasons of persecu¬ 
tion, terror and torture against the 
people and revolutionaries was bom¬ 
bed and destroyed. 

2) 31.3.1992, Istanbul, the Halkali 
Tax Office, one of the methods of the 
oligarchy appropriating the peoples 
work was bombed in protest against 
taxes. 

3) 2.4.1992, Istanbul, at Bahcelievler 
the police officer Ibrahim Coskun, 
who had taken part in many opera¬ 
tions against the revolutionaries, was 
executed for this crime by our fighters. 

4) 7.4.1992, Istanbul. The Alibeykoy 
Police Station, which was one of the 
oligarchy's persecution and inspection 
instruments, was for this reason bom¬ 
bed and destroyed by our fighters. 
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5) 9.4.1992, Izmir. The Bayrakli tor¬ 
ture and crime network taching 
centre, which serves the Bornova 
Police School, was ambushed by our 
fighters and in the fighting that 
followed the police officer Volkan 
TORKOGLU and the counter-guerrilla 
teacher Ramazan EGE ended their 
filthy lives, the other torture victims 
were saved, though wounded. During 
the fighting our comrade Hamiyet 
YILDIZ was shamefully shot and 
joined the group of martyrs. We will 
definitely call them to account. 

6) 15.4.1992, Istanbul. At Edirnekapi 
a police agent named Kadir YAVA- 
SOGLU. After interrogation he was 
sentenced to death by one of our Secu¬ 
rity Units and left a confession of the 
crimes he had committed. According 
to this confession: this person, while 
under police surveillance, accepted an 
offer to become an agent informer. In 
his activities as an agent informer at 
various places and times he was trai¬ 
ned by Sab an TASQI and the torturers 
of the First Section. Finally despite all 
his training and. the measures taken 
and the treacherous network he was 
taken into custody by our organisation 
without being harmed. In the intero- 
gation by our Security organisation he 
described, how he had entered on 
these activities, the names of people in 


the network, and that S. TASC1 had 
given him lessons. He made known to 
us the identities of the police and 
pointed out the different places he had 
seen. He confessed all his crimes, and 
this was all written down. This agent 
informer, who wanted to inform on 
our organisation and give knowledge 
to the fascists, this traitor was 
sentenced to death by our organisa¬ 
tion, and the verdict was carried out 
by our Security Organisation. 

7) 16.4.1992, Istanbul. In Eyiip a po¬ 
lice team car, stinking of protection 
money and cruelty, was ambushed by 
our fighters, and two policemen and a 
bekgi (watchman) escaped with 
wounds. 

8) 16.4.1992, Istanbul. In Besiktas the 
MEF school, belonging to the owner 
of Yurt Igi Kargo was bombed and de¬ 
stroyed by our fighters. For months 
the Yurt Igi Kargo workers, against 
all sorts of difficulties and police ho¬ 
stility, have heroically carried on their 
struggle and resistance without con¬ 
fessions. Up till now we have suppor¬ 
ted the workers in every way and we 
shall be by their side in the future. 
The Yurt Igi Kargo owner has mobili¬ 
sed all the system of persecution and 
terror against the workers; we shall 
continue to bring this to account. 







9) 16.4.1992. Our fighters targeted 
the number one enemy of the people of 
the world, the USA's Consulate in 
Tepebasi and a building was 
destroyed with a rocket. The first duty 
today of all those, who love their 
country, and democrats is to adopt an 
attitude against American 
Imperialism, the real master of the 
exploitation and cruelty system. Our 
country's freedom and workers 
struggle will succeed in chasing out 
the imperialists, who lay hands on our 
riches and lands. We won't leave any 
place for imperialism to ride 
roughshod, they won't be able to do 
all that they want. We will carry on 
our struggle with imperialism with all 
our strength. Imperialism, which is 
responsible for all the aggression to 
our country's peoples and all the peo¬ 
ples of the world, will continue un¬ 
changed to be our target. 


Our Actions after 16-17th 

April: 

The oligarchy, with the 16th-17th 
April massacre and with the murders 
after it, wanted to draw us into a no 
rules, dirty war. With the massacres 
which on the one hand targeted our 
worthy fighters, they at the same time 
were forcing a no-rules-war outside 
humanity with incomprehensible ap¬ 
plications and their own reactions. But 
our organisation never fell into the 
trap of the oligarchy, and acted with 
firm principles in all actions and 
against targets formerly stated. They 
wanted a filthy, dirty war, whereas we 
proved again with our rules, principle 
and targets how we grasped this war 
and never would fall into an incom¬ 
prehensible blind terror. To wage war 
with these filthy, dirty methods could 
only lead to the oligarchy bringing 
terror and panic and this is what hap¬ 
pened. Immediately after learning of 
the massacre our Armed Revolu¬ 
tionary Units went into action and 
following actions were realized. 
Outside these we want to repeat that 
we don't take responsibility for any 
actions, or any actions loaded on us 
which were in fact a speciality of the 
Counter-Guerrillas. 

10) 17.4.1992, 1stabul. Two Police¬ 
man (Serif KURT and Kadir ERDO- 
GAN) who were part of the oligar¬ 
chy's persecution and terror mecha¬ 
nism were executed by our fighters. 

11) 17.4.1992, Bursa. The SDB of us 
bombed and destroyed a Retired Poli¬ 


cemens' Locale where torturers and 
police gathered. 

12) 18.4.1992, Istanbul Gaziosman- 
pasa area. Our fighters ambushed a 
roving team car from the torture cen¬ 
tre and executed the commander Bii- 
lent USTUN and the bekci (watchman 
Tr.)Miicahit UNLt)for their crimes. 

13) 19.4.1992, Istanbul. At Koca- 
mustafapasa a bomb was planted and 
destroyed a bachelor house where 
three policemen were staying and the 
torturers were reminded that they 
shall find no peace anywhere. 

14) 19.4.1992, Istanbul. At Atisalani 
a police car was patrolling and was 
raked with fire and chased off - a 
clear message that they cannot just 
patrol in comfort. 

15) 20.4.1992, Istanbul. In the Sanayi 
district the policeman Ismail SELCUK 
and his helper, a reggistered fascist, 
Yilmaz BASKAYA were executed. In 
the incident our comrade Onder OZ- 
DOGAN became a martyr. Even with 
his last breath while the death squads 
were round him he shouted slogans 
against them. We will call his death to 
account. 

16) 20.4.1992, Istanbul. At Topkapi 
the Swift Force policeman Selami 
EPIK, who up till that day had broken 
heads and arms, had his account paid 
by the bullets of our fighters. This 
torturer escaped with wounds but he 
won't be so lucky again. 
In the same incident in Merter while 
"The Terrorist, who Shot the Police¬ 
man" was being launched a young 
man named Esref KAPLAN, who was 
shot, as we have stated has nothing to 
do with our organisation or with the 
operation. N. Menzir is trying to 
cover up the desperation and murders 
with these lies. 

17) 22.4.1992, Adana. The Swift 
Force policeman Esref Edip SALMAN 
was punished for his massacres. 

18) 22.4.1992, Istanbul. At Eyiip our 
fighters, although they did not hit 
their target of the Fatih Security, 
Manager Ahmet KAPLAN, in a trap at 
a road crossing, nevertheless got 
through the clear message, that the 
torturers cannot walk the streets in 
peace. 

19) 23.4.1992, Istanbul. At Caglayan 
Commanders named Ahmet ACAR, 
who worked at the Sirkeci Police Sta¬ 
tion torture centre was punished by 


our fighters, and the torturers were 
shown that life is not just in the police 
stations and that in every place in life 
the revolutionaries would be found. 

20) 25.4.1992, Istanbul. At Okmeydan 
a police team car was raked with fire 
and shown off from the area wich it 
was patrolling. 

21) 27.4.1992, Istanbul. At Halicio- 
glu, a Swift Force vehicle was raked 
with fire by our fighters from a G-3 
weapon that they had seized from the 
oligarchy's militarist forces, and the 8 
policemen in the vehicle were se¬ 
riously wounded. One of these, a tor¬ 
turer named Yadigar AKANLAg, on 
4.5.1992 was saved from vengeance 
by his death. 

22) 28.4.1992, Bursa. At £ekirge the 
large wooden house of the State Mini¬ 
ster Cavit £aglar, one of the people 
responsible for persecution and ex¬ 
ploitation, was bombed. 

23) 28.4.1992, Istanbul. At Bakirkoy 
the revolutionaries with the aim of 
showing them, that the justice of the 
streets was forbidden for them too, set 
an ambush for the patrolling police 
teams. The team car was destroyed 
and the policemen escaped the trap by 
a hair's breadth. 

24) 30.4.1992. A confessor named 
Mehmet Sami TARHAN was executed 
in Sagmalcilar Prison by one of our 
Security Units for causing harm to our 
organisation and the people. This per¬ 
son, who was a member in one of our 
Kurdistan Armed Guerrilla groups in 
Tunceli, escaped from the house they 
were staying in and from the unit, and 
took shelter with the enemy and star¬ 
ted to confess. M. Sami TARHAN took 
the confession to the limit and for 
these crimes he was executed for cau¬ 
sing harm to our organisation and the 
people. Once more it was shown, that 
no confessor-informer will remain 
without punishment. 

25) 2.5.1992, Istanbul. At Hurriyet 
district our fighters set an ambush in 
one of the main cafes and punished a 
police team that had joined in the 
16th-17th April massacre. One of 
them was wounded, and in this opera¬ 
tion the murder team members, the 
torturers named Teyfik C1GERC1, Er- 
can GOKTEPE, Omer AKBULUT, 
Adem BASER and Cevat YILMAZ got 
their deserved punishment. 
After this incident one of those, who 
joined in the operation, was captured. 
This person was a drug addict accor- 
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ding to a statement by Necdet MEN- 
ZIR, who till now has dealt in 
hundreds of lies to tell the inside story 
of this incident. Let him state, who is 
the drug addict. It is difficult to prove 
and easy to accuse a heroic young 
man, who has given no statement. But 
this time the boss of the Death Squads 
MENZ1R will eat his words. For there 
is no answer to this. 

26) 4.5.1992, Bursa. A policeman 
named Necdet BAY, who up to that 
day had persecuted the people and re¬ 
volutionaries and applied massacre 
policies, was sentenced to death by 
our fighters, and this penalty was exe¬ 
cuted. 


massacre policies, who is against the 
people and revolutianaries, DYP 
Istanbul Provincial Minister Muhsin 
DIVAN was shot by our fighters, but 
this imperialist servant got away with 
wounds. Our operations will go on 
against the responsible DYP people. 
Politically responsible for all this 
massacres is Demirel, his party func¬ 
tionaries and his members of parlia¬ 
ment. They will definitely be targets 
for our fighters, and their crimes will 
be paid for. After this incident the go¬ 
vernment and the servile press in vain 
tried to make a hero out of a coward. 
Neither could M. DIVAN have the 
courage to use a gun, nor were any of 
°ur fighters wounded. 


27) 6.5.1992, Istanbul. In Uskiidar 
policemen from the Death Squads, 
who had made a massacre against our 
comrades in Ankara, were punished in 
retaliation. 

28) 6.5.1992, Istanbul. At Bakirkoy a 
swift force member, Alaadin QAYCl, 
who had opened a restaurant for po¬ 
lice, which was used like a base for a 
civil fascist named Fevzi OKYAY, was 
executed. This showed, that, whatever 
sort of help is offered to the persecu¬ 
tion and cruelty system, will not 
remain unpunished. 

29) 7.5.1992 , Istanbul. By bombing 
the DYP district building a warning 
was made to Demirel's party, who are 
responsible in the first degree for the 
Goverment's persecution and massa¬ 
cre policy. 

30) 8.5.1992, Istanbul. At Acibadem 
one of the men responsible for the 


We have enumerated the above 
operations carried out by our Armed 
Revolutionary Units. Outside of this 
our members and those on our side 
have shot up, Molotov cocktailed and 
destroyed various institutions of the 
oligarchy. We don’t see it as neces¬ 
sary to list these. But it should be well 
known, that after 16th-17th the 
nightmare, which the oligarchy lived 
through, can be brought to life with 
our force and possibilities, and we are 
always in possession of strength to be 
the support and be together with the 
people. 

After 16th-17th April we lost some 
very valuable comrades. But none of 
their places remained empty, and the 
resistance of our martyr comrades lit 
our road more, and strength was ad¬ 
ded to strength. Today we are more 
strong than before the 16th-17th 
April. The decisive resistance and be¬ 
liefs left behind by our martyr comra¬ 


des has made our strength grow and 
sharpened our decisiveness. 

On the other side the oligarchy has 
turned further into a blind alley, and 
is even more desperate. They lived 
through a revolutionary nightmare of 
violence and let them never forget it. 
If we want, and we direct our force 
we can make it so they cannot go into 
the streets and won’t be able to stick 
their noses out of their houses. We are 
not keen about proving force or shed¬ 
ding blood and we shall never include 
such a wish. We will continue to carry 
out operations and our struggle in the 
direction of our program and aims. 
When we are facing each other in 
every conflict, in every massacre we 
shall give the same response and we 
shall not forget, who supports the 
oligarchy and who are the masters of 
support, and we want to re min d peo¬ 
ple of this once more. Don’t let 
anyone let put out flags, or let their 
saliva flow thinking, that the revolu¬ 
tionaries are annihilated in one opera¬ 
tion. Everyone’s soul is not to be 
bought, and they will win much by 
being on the side of the truth and ju¬ 
stice. We will not get tired of saying 
that there is no profit in being dragged 
to the graveyard with a collapsing sy¬ 
stem. Those who understand this are 
our friends, for those who don’t and 
for three or four kurush insist on sel¬ 
ling themselves, we have nothing to 
give them but our enmity. Today to be 
an enemy of the people and the revo¬ 
lutionaries means to die, means to ac¬ 
cept the curses of history and huma¬ 
nity. 


OUR NAME MUST BE USED RIGHT... 


We want to remind people again 
about a matter, that we have dwelt on 
before and which is a sensitive issue. 

Our Organisation's name is 
DEVRIMCI SOL, and we have never 
used it in an abbreviated form DEV- 
SOL. Basically DEVRIMCI SOL is a 
name that is a brief concept, with a 
clear meaning and is a statement of 
tradition. To shorten it to DEV-SOL 
leads to the loss of this meaning and 
tradition and the creation of a negative 
image. 

The Counter-guerrillas and Civil 
Police made this shortening on pur¬ 
pose and various press and media or¬ 


gans deliberately or not use it with the 
aim of doing a service to the Counter- 
guerrillas and Political Police. 

Even if we leave aside all sorts of 
aims or intentions, there is no justice 
in recognizing a fact in one's own way 
and to name it differently, especially 
in the political struggle, and to do this 
from the political angle is not right. 
We especially want to point this out. 
We assume that those, who think they 
have this right and insist on it, are 
doing it for definite political aims. 

We are waiting for all the press 
and media and the Counter-guerrillas 
and the Political Police not to be a 


party to this effort and to use our 
name correctly, and we believe, that 
this is our right.

Kvisuk Armutlu is a Gecekondu re¬ 
gion (shanty town). It is constructed 
in 1989 and it has a population of 
20.000 people. Since that time the 
place had been a target for the attacks 
of the governments. This is also cur¬ 
rent for the present fascist DYP-SHP 
government, as the continuing of the 
state's policy that had become syste¬ 
matical. The people living in the 
district are the labourer masses, who 
had come to Istanbul many years ago. 
They are the ones,who experience the 
conflicts of the regime in the most in¬ 
tense degrees. Therefore these districts 
like Kugiik Armutlu forms an element 
of threat for the state because of this 
potential, which causes the oppositi¬ 
ons to rise easily. And furthermore of 
these facts Kuquk Armutlu is a region 
in which the relations are marked by 
revolutionary values. 

At this point it carries much more 
importance for the state to destroy the 
region. That will mean for them to 
"exterminate" the "bad example" 
which had become a question of pre¬ 
stige for the last three years. Because 
there is now a general impression that 
the state has lost its influence com¬ 
pletely in the region and is unable to 
build up its authority. 

The aim of the state is to crack 
down the district completely. But the 
intention in fact is to destroy the peo¬ 
ple's consciousness and courage to de¬ 
fend their lives and their rights. It 
aims to destroy the support to the re¬ 


volutionary movement, the values re¬ 
lationships and the solidarity that the 
inhabitants of the region had created 
with a long times effort. To express in 
short terms the aim is to stop the ri¬ 
sing opposition fom the people, who 
had learned to act together hand in 
hand. 

While the state is trying to achieve 
in these, she uses many pretexts in or¬ 
der to form a legitimation for the at¬ 
tempt to destroy and leave such 
amount of people without any housing 
at once. They put forward that the re¬ 
gion is of great importance in cases of 
a project to become a military base. 
They put forward the laws about ille- 
gall house descending. Each time they 
expess that the people living there 
does not deserve to live among such 
beauties, facing the Bosporous. Only 
the rich ones deserve... 

The state uses many methods in 
order to cover up the human rights 
violation there. They use the media in 
order to create an impression as if the 
people living in the region are 
"terrorists". They use their relations 
with the land mafia relevantly, even 
encourage them to perpetrate massa¬ 
cres. 

On the bases of these methods the 
attacks had come one after the other 
for three years. Arrestments, tortures, 
detentions, murders, rapines had al¬ 
ways occured during that time. But 
the period in 1992 especially starting 
from June had been the prospect in the 


escalating "war" against the people li¬ 
ving there. The most important was 
that the government had approved the 
decree for the crack down of Kucuk 
Armutlu. But still they did not and do 
not own the courage to take the step 
about this. 

Today the police had become the 
reality of the daily life. Everything 
goes on according to the rules of the 
police. The region is occupied by 
hundreds of "security-forces". The 
army and the police are always around 
in the region and they hinder the 
people to continue their lives in their 
own peace. Even one of the schools 
has been changed into a police station. 
The region is regarded to be an 
"enemy"-region and the events are 
arranged due to an existance of cur¬ 
few. 

Today what prevents the state from 
destroying right at the moment, is the 
resistance that is following a wi¬ 
despread and radical path. Still this 
does not mean they will never take 
this step forward. Even if it occures, 
the essential point will be whether the 
resistance is still going on and the re¬ 
volutionary values are being protected 
or not. 

It is impossible to destroy the 
minds, which makes people to lay in 
front of the tanks just at the moment 
when they are approaching to crack 
down the houses. It is impossible to 
destroy the solidarity in any aspects, 
which is created by a long time effort. 
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NEW WORLD ORDER 

LIBERATION WARS AND SOCIALISM 


The balance, which had been 
established in the world after 1945 
broke up and new conflicts and 
balances are taking place. 

Developing a new attitude became 
important after the counter-revolutions 
in Eastern Europe and the USSR, the 
growing contradictions between the 
imperialist countries and their atti¬ 
tudes towards the countries where 
socialism is still existing and against 
national liberation movements. 

Today there is not any socialist 
country as a counter-balance to im¬ 
perialism. The imperialists are trying 
to solve their own problems and are 
struggling each other to get the bigger 
share of the new market, which has 
opened by the counter-revolutions in 
Eastern Europe and the USSR. To 
protect their sovereignty, they show at 
the same time constantly their hostility 
to Cuba, North Korea and China. 
They try not to make any concessions 
to the national problems of Palestine 
and Kurdistan. 

The continental or economical, 
political and military pacts, which 
were established under the supervision 
of the USA, the rescuers of western 
civilisation, the "one and only boss" 
and gendarme of the world, are chan¬ 
ging and taking new shapes. In the 
imperialist countries the triumphant 
euphoria after the counter-revolutions 
in Eastern Europe and the Soviet- 
Union has given way to changes, 
uncertainly, chaos and worries about 
the internal problems. The main 
problem of imperialism is as it was 
and will be in future the worry about 
the market share. 

How did we reach today? Why did 
the counter-revolutions happen in 
Eastern Europe and the Soviet States? 
Why can imperialism dare to be so 
agressive and audacious in the Gulf, 
in Panama, the Caribean and various 
other districts in the world? 

Without doubt, aggression is part 
of the character of imperialism, but 
the main problem is the revisionistic- 
reformistic betrayal of people's class 
struggle by socialist country execu¬ 
tives, giving therewith chance to 
imperialism. 

After World War II US-American 
imperialists tried with all their power 
to stop the development of socialist 
countries, they denied communists to 
get into power in Greece and Italy. 
They run anti-communistic and anti- 
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sovietic propaganda and for years they 
forced the cold war. While they were 
establishing their war industry, they 
exploited their neo-colonies and made 
them more dependant. For this they 
established NATO, IMF and OECD. 

But they couldn’t prevent revolu¬ 
tions in China, Korea and Cuba. They 
couldn't stop the peoples in Vietnam, 
Laos, Cambodia, Angola, Mozambi¬ 
que and Guinea-Bissau. They couldn't 
stop Nicaragua at least for ten years. 

And if today some of the socialist 
countries are giving up revolutions 
and are turning back, although there is 
an all-out war against imperialists, 
this can not be acknowledged as a 
success of the imperialists. Because 
today the "master", "gendarme", 
"superpower of the world" USA faces 
big recessions and depressions just 
like England in the past. 

High military expenditure and star- 
war projects (SDI) could not save the 
US-American economy. The raising of 
custom rates to stop cheep Japanese 
goods invading the American market 
and devaluating the Dollar to increase 
exports have done no good. Reducing 
the consumption inside the US, 
opening itself, increasing the taxes, 
restricting the social rights have done 
no good either. 

Concerning the production of qua¬ 
litative, technological cheap goods the 
US-American economy wasn't flexible 
enough and not able to expand. 

Therefore, they tried to market 
their goods in the neo-colonies with 
the help of collaborating governments 
and by creating local conflicts and 
wars.The goods made in USA have 
lost their competitiveness not only ab¬ 
road but also in the USA, as well-they 
have lost their share of the market 
mostly to Japanese goods. In addition 
Japan is going to give a 25 billion 
Dollar credit to the Latin American 
countries, which indicates that Japan 
intends to get a bigger share of the 
Latin-American market. 

According to the official statistics 
of Decembre 1991 unemployment in 
the USA is around 7-8 %, inflation 
more than 5 %. These are the highest 
numbers within the last ten years. The 
inner indebteness is 375 billion Dol¬ 
lars, the trade deficit is 120 billion 
Dollars. During the last ten years pub¬ 
lic borrowings have tripled and are 
now 3.100 billion dollars, the highest 
debt in the world! While famine and 


destitution are becoming to be impor¬ 
tant problems for workers, many 
black people started to rebell against 
the racism and injustice in the US, 
"the gendarme of the free world". 
Unemployment, public deficit, high 
borrowings, trade deficit, stagnation 
of new investments are the main pro¬ 
blems which make the USA more and 
more aggressive every day. 

The point is, as the sovereignty of 
England ended in the 19th century, 
also the sovereignty of the USA is 
going to an end at the end of the 20th 
century. 

But the prime actor and force of 
new world order is still USA. This 
has no case to get amazed of. As USA 
imperialism sinks into impasses, it 
gets more aggressive. USA external 
policy, while intending to continue the 
leadership among imperialists, aims to 
continue her influence and agression 
against Palestanian, Kurdish matters 
Cuba, North Corea and China. Also, 
besides losing the force to effect in 
Iran and Afghanistan she keeps 
countries like Iraque, Libya under 
oppression for her sovereignity, she, 
using U.N as her own consulate never 
gives up with threats and blackmails. 

Once the sun always shone on the 
United Kingdom, now she is con¬ 
stantly behind dark clouds. Japan and 
Germany seem to have the most ad¬ 
vantages within the imperialist camp. 
But their situation is not so good 
either. 

Inflation and unemployment will 
never leave capitalism. In Japan infla¬ 
tion is around 3 %, in Germany around 
4% this year, the growth rate will be 
around 2%, last year it was 3.3%. On 
the other hand hostility against 
foreigners has grown very quickly. 
Attacks on foreigners reached their 
highest level since World War II. 

Germany's policy of insisting on 
the recognition of independence of 
Slovenia and Crotia has been accepted 
by the European Community and 
United Nations. Germany has become 
very interested in Romania, the ex¬ 
soviet republics and Middle Asia, too. 

Today discrepancies between the 
imperialist camp are violently increa¬ 
sing. The polarisation and the division 
into different camps due to the limit of 
the market has not lost its former in¬ 
tensity. Recent commercial and finan¬ 
cial agreements beetween USA- 
Canada, USA-England, the enterprise 






of a joint French-German army and 
the struggle of Japan in the Far East 
show that these discrepancies are 
increasing. 

Capitalism has brought unem¬ 
ployment, homelessness, double 
morality and hostilities of nations to 
the former socialist countries. The 
prices of bread, meat, cheese, milk 
etc. has been raised 350-400 percent, 
at once. Production went down. Des¬ 
titution, famine, robbery, begging, 
prostitution have risen. 

Economically East Germany's 
people are looking for former days. 
This is shown by the last elections at 
Berlin. In Poland only 40 % of the 
voters took part in the "first free elec¬ 
tions". In other words, counter-revo¬ 
lution has lost its first speed in 
Eastern Europe and Russia. 

Cuba, North Korea, China and 
Vietnam still insists on the socialist 
direction. We as Marxist-Leninists of 
Turkish, Kurdish and minorities from 
our country, are saluting those, who 
insist and shout "Socialism or Death" 
against the aggression of imperialists. 
We are saluting, those who challenge 
imperialism: "Instead of being a 
brothel of the USA, we rather sink the 
ward". 


and Kurdistan. In the last month more 
then one hundred people have been 
murdered. The government of Turkey 
has declared murdering people as their 
political success. At the meeting of 
Izmir the Prime Minister Demirel an¬ 
nounced: "The economy of Turkey is 
very bad. In Turkey there is no real 
democracy." 

The counter-guerilla force (NATO 
Rapid Deployment Force) has been 
stationed in Kurdistan to protect the 
profits of imperialism. Our country is, 
like all neo-colonies, not only occu¬ 
pied by counter-guerilla forces and by 
its own army, but imperialism exploits 
everything. 

Nobody can deny that: 
-Neo-colonialism means contemporary 
slavery, all the sources are grasped by 
imperialists. 

-For the powers of these countries we 
can not talk about national honour in 
any aspects. 

-The governments of some countries 
constantly speak of democracy. On the 
other side they use fascist terror, mass 
executions, counter-guerilla activities, 
dirty war, whenever it seems useful to 
them. 

-The period of slavery and racism is 
still alive, to have a black skin still 



The economy of countries like 
South Korea and Taiwan, which was 
shown as an example by imperialism 
are bankrupt. Thousands of small bu¬ 
siness companies have been closed in 
Chile and Brazil. 

In Turkey every person out of four 
is unemployed. The national average 
income of Germany, England, France 
and Japan is 8.000 to 10.000 Dollars a 
year, in Turkey it is 900 Dollars a 
year and half of the population has an 
income of only 600 Dollars a year. 

Oppression, prohibitions, taking 
under detention, tortures, restrictions, 
arrests, disappearing of people execu¬ 
tions, mass executions and raids of 
houses are still continuing in Turkey 


means to be guilty in South Africa. 
-While hundred millions of Dollars 
are spent for armament, ten thousands 
of people are dying of hunger in 
Africa each year. 

-Children living on the street in Brazil 
are murdered. 

-Little girls are brought up to be pro¬ 
stitutes in Taiwan because of poverty . 

Now we are fighting against all 
these. We say that we will solve ail 
these problems only with revolution 
and socialism. We do not accept any 
agreement with the collaborating 
governments, which are responsible 
for all mentioned above. 

Today after the erosion of the 
Soviet Union and Eastern Europe, 


many national liberation movements 
do not trust in their own power and 
socialism and are trying to make 
agreements with imperialism. National 
liberation movements who abonden 
the revolution are trying to explain 
this with Russia and Eastern Europe. 
According to them the last develop¬ 
ment has shown that all possibilities 
had been covered to make revolution 
or win government. 

We wonder whether the counter¬ 
revolutions in Eastern Europe and the 
Soviet-Union have changed the form 
of economical, social and political life 
in the new colonies and underde¬ 
veloped countries. Because these 
forms determine the objective condi¬ 
tions for a revolution. 

While Millions of Dollars are 
spent for nuclear weapons and star- 
war-projects, 75% of the world po¬ 
pulation is living in poverty and 
hunger. How can one question the 
need for wealth? While thousands are 
dying in Africa because of hunger and 
various epidemies, how can one accept 
such life? 

What is the meaning of peace, if 
imperialists confiscate all production 
in the neo-colonies? 

Can it be possible that people 
don't look for justice, while 
oppression, prohibitions and 
massacres are continuing? 

Under these conditions mankind 
S will certainly look for freedom, 
justice and comfort and will fight for 
it. This is the law of society. 

We can't make peace with ex¬ 
ploitation and brutality. There will be 
conflicts where these things are and 
they should be, too. 

Life proves that. The racist regime 
in South Africa did not hesititate to 
kill black people. While thousands of 
people at a protest demonstration 
shouted "We want weapons", 
Mandela declared that he ended the 
negotiations, because he could not 
explain the situation to his people. He 
said than "I can't accept now that I 
had a negotiation not with human 
beings but with animals." Nelson 
Mandela was confessing that the 
enemy is pityless and not to trust even 
an inch. 

Although peace negotiations are 
being held in El Salvador, the diffe¬ 
rence between the collaborator gover- 
ment of murderers and the people is so 
big that they cannot come together. 
This is why the conflicts will never 
end. 

We can give more examples as 
well. 

Inspite of all efforts of the submit¬ 
ting reformist leaders , the imperialist 
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countries are afraid of the Palestinian 
people, who are making the effort to 
establish their own state. Still they try 
to be an obstacle in their way. A si¬ 
milar situation exists for Iraq- 
Kurdistan. And imperialists are right 
in their point of view, because the 
anti-imperialistic, democratic and pro¬ 
gressive potential of the Palestinian 
and the Kurdish peoples, who strug¬ 
gled for years against imperialism, 
zionism and local reaction, will reflect 
in the new established states and this 
is against the interests of the imperia¬ 
lists. They are trying to put a stop to 
it. The imperialists know very well 
their interests and use all their power 
and system to protect themselves. Na¬ 
tionalism, compromising and pragma¬ 
tism of national liberation movements 
are leading from struggle to 
submission. 

In today's world a lot of organiza¬ 
tions, parties or fronts regard armed 
struggle not as a strategic method for 
revolution, but as a bargaining means 
on this way. While legitimate power 
of people is denied, people are left 
disarmed against imperialism who is 
armed from the top to the bottom. 
This is the summary of peace 
negotiations. 

Among the "left wing" political 
consciousness is so distorted that some 
of them became "democratic hard¬ 
liners" without any class outlook at 
all. Moreover some of them declare 
the US and France to be their allies 
because of their "democracy" and say 
"there is dictatorship" in the socialist 
countries and petit-bourgeois gover- 
ments, whom they declare as enemies. 
This affected their attitude during the 
Gulf war. 

With this anti-socialist approach 
they stood by and watched Eastern 
Europe socialist goverments 
overthrow, they could even defend the 
breaking up of Soviet Union in the 
name of "freedom", "democracy" and 
"self-determination". They never 
asked themselves who the fighting 
powers were and what they wanted. 
Therefore some of them even expected 
help from US-America, the murderer 
of peoples. France, who carried out 
many massacres in Tunisia and 
Algeria against the national liberation 
movements is surprisingly declared as 
a "defender of oppressed people" and 
"bigger democrat". US-America is 
carrying out it's massacres and other 
aggressions in Latin America and 
Middle East with "human rights cam¬ 
paigns" and is successfully gaining 
people who are weak in ideology on 
its side. 

It is an irresponsibility towards 
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humanity not to fullfill the tasks 
against imperialism. Without having a 
strong anti-imperialist line, it is im¬ 
possible to continue the struggle in 
long term. 

Those, who gave up the struggle to 
take over the power should not misun¬ 
derstand us. Some of these people say 
that they didn't take over the power, 
because they were afraid of US- 
America's intervention and they lear¬ 
ned from the Nicaraguan example. 

We are not saying that outer fac¬ 
tors are not important. But the main 
factor is the inner contradictions and 
the dynamic of each country. And this 
fact will keep unchanged until the rule 
of development of capitalism un¬ 
equally and with leaps remains un¬ 
changed. This doesn't mean that we 
are saying "revolutions can never be¬ 
come destroyed in a country because 
of interventions from outside". Yet 
the main point to distinguish the re¬ 
volutionaries from opportunists is 
whether they have the courage to 
make a revolution or they don't. If the 
conditions for revolution matured and 
revolution does not become materia¬ 
lized because of the hesitation it 
"would not stand still", there appears 
giving up quite openly with people, 
revolution and socialism. Unfor¬ 
tunately this is true. 

About factors like external inter¬ 
ventions and imperialism's oppression 
and blockade in international aspects, 
we must say that non of the revolu¬ 
tions in our epoch was materialized 
without imperialist interventions 
direct or indirect. 

The revolutions in Soviet Union, 
China, Corea, East Europe, Vietnam 
had appeared despite direct interven¬ 
tion conditions. Revolutions in Cuba, 
Mosambic, Angola, Gine Bissau, 
Cambodia had achieved to stand still 
despite each kinds of indirect assaults 
and intense blockades. And counter¬ 
revolutions in our day came to occu- 
rance as consequense of distrust in 
self-power and masses, becoming 
strangers for people in the specialty of 
system. But the reason of counter-re¬ 
volutions is not the appearing of re¬ 
volutions, which one one after the 
other in various countries in the last 
70 years. 

And for Nicaragua, since the na¬ 
tional liberty and national reconstruc¬ 
tion could not made lasting by social 
changes, the elections were an histori¬ 
cal failure, today's point is reached. 

Indeed we get witnesses every day 
of imperialist's hostility directed to 
peoples, revolutionaries and socialists. 
It is at scene the attitude towards 
Honecker. Yet, for most of the times 


we can not notice a comparable class 
hatred also in "left". What does this 
mean? This means not to know the en¬ 
emy, imperialism. This means not to 
acknowledge people's and socialism's 
benefits. It means political liberalism. 
Imperialists and its collaborators de¬ 
spite their oppression and massacres, 
bribes, lies and all kinds of intrigues, 
are pretentious to addministrate the 
dependent countries and peoples. They 
apply every method in order not to 
lose their relevant privilege. 

In this situation it is required to 
ask the ones giving up the struggle for 
power: "Why don't you insist on as 
much as imperialists do despite the 
ideals defending people and future? 
Because they own more tanks and 
heavy weapons? Why do you present 
the administration and future of peo¬ 
ples to them? Why do you give up 
with the leadership and task to orga¬ 
nize oppressed peoples and labourer 
masses for revolution and power?" 

Never, this approach can not be 
acknowledged. Tliis is weakness in 
consideration, distrust in socialism 
and future. 

Today, this loss of beliefs is so 
deep in left that some are discussing 
whether socialism was experienced or 
not. Now, in these likely conditions, 
we, as the Marxist-Leninists of Tur¬ 
key and Kurdistan are getting proud of 
our martyring comrades embracing 
death with guns in hands and with the 
slogan "Long live socialism!" on lips. 
We belive the immortality of ideals. 
As Castro expresses: "Ideals never 
end" Without ideals mankind can not 
exist. Revolution, socialism and 
classless society are our greatest 
ideals. 

We believe Marxism-Leninism to 
be the unique correct ideal. We will 
never apostate with Marxism- 
Leninism. 

We believe in socialism.Because, 
mankind produces commonly in the 
reached period but proprietorship and 
sharing of products is owned by a re¬ 
stricted number of big monopolies. It 
is impossible for imperialism to dis¬ 
solve this historical conflict. Now for 
these reasons, socialism is the inevi¬ 
table alternative of capitalism. 

We believe in communism. 
Because mankind sooner or later will 
end the exploitation and class 
existance throughout the world, 
internationalism will become reality.

If today anywhere in the world a 
little development is appearing, which 
hurts the interests of the imperialistic, 
capitalistic system, the representatives 
of the system, the governments, the 
parties, the institutions and the medias 
start acting together. Then, they all 
together are fighting a struggle against 
the people, against the revolutionaries 
and against the socialists. The last 
events, for example the Gulf-War and 
the military intervention in the Soviet 
Union, demonstrate this. We all were 
witnesses of the active part, which the 
imperialistic states play to get a com¬ 
mon position against the events. 

How harmful it is, the cooperation 
and common activities are possible in 
the imperialistic-capitalistic world, but 
a comparable attention is not seen in 
the solution of the problems in the in¬ 
terest of the socialist front. In the 
past, when the socialist powers were 
yet in drive, when the prestige of so¬ 
cialism was yet hold high, the rela¬ 
tions were firmer and stronger. Today 
these warm supports have totally 
gone. The general negative situation 
originates from the objective condi¬ 
tions, in which socialism is now. The 
losses in the socialist front, the diffe¬ 
rent routes and the ideological chaos 
form the basic reasons of this bad si¬ 
tuation in the whole world. But to re¬ 
alize the objective situation is not yet 
the solution of the problems. The 
most important is: how are these 
problems dissolved, which alternatives 
are there against the capitalistic 
rotteness, how are the difficulties of 
the socialism surmounted? 

Yet solving them is not a problem 
to be achieved with the one or two 
day's effort. But there are other prob¬ 
lems, with them we are confronted, 
which are up to date and which have 
to be solved as quick as possible.

himself a socialist and imagines the 
future of mankind in socialism, in 
short, all powers, which trust in so¬ 
cialism and defend it, the parties, or¬ 
ganizations, persons and institutions 
shouldn't - despite all disagreements - 
neglect the current daily tasks. They 
should comment on the concrete cur¬ 
rent questions and should not allow 
the imperialistic-capitalistic system to 
conquer new positions. People, who 
imagine the future of mankind in so¬ 
cialism, should take part in fights, 
which achieve political success. 
Exactly this we need. 

Today there is, like all over the 
world, also in Europe the hope of 
many parties, organizations, groups 
and persons in socialism. Many 
people are trusting in socialism, are 
defending it. There are wide sections, 
who want socialism. But in whole 
Europe there are only a few, who are 
fighting for it. The activities of 
socialists in Europe in politics, social 
and cultural sectors are very restricted 
and mainly in comparison to the entire 
society in the minority. 

In the fight for the alteration of so¬ 
ciety and radical social changes the 
revolutionaries and socialists of these 
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tive in daily life and concrete prob¬ 
lems. But only by enourmous struggle 
it is possible to give rise to the altera¬ 
tion of society, the destruction of the 
current system and the founding of a 
new one. The socialists in Europe are 
far, far away from such activities. The 
ideological chaos, the missing clear 
politics and tactics in current concrete 
problems lead to the fact, that they are 
politically totally inefficious. Fur¬ 
thermore, it leads to the breaking off 
the liveliness of the political and the 
social life. 

It is a certain fact that the 
problems, which socialism is 
confronted with world-wide can have 
effects and consequences among the 
European socialists. The objective 
conditions, in which the European 
countries are, are creating many 
complicated problems, which are not 
solveable in a short time. Also it's 
understandable, that this situation is 
confusing the socialists. But we can 
not acknowledge an approach, which 
explains the passivity of the socialists 
and their marginal position in society 
only with ail of this. Rather the 
reasons of the problems are desinter- 
est, missing trust in socialism, missing 
organization and individualism. These 
facts are a result of the conditions of 
life in Europe and of the fact, that the 
contradictions are not thus sharp. The 
bourgeoise affluence, which is foun¬ 
ded by the exploitation of the Third 
World countries by the European Im¬ 
perialists, even influences the socia¬ 
lists and leads to carelessness and mis¬ 
sing fights for these reasons. Despite 
the declarations of their fight, the 
European socialists are unable to 
emancipate themselves from the dege¬ 
nerative culture, the inhuman relation¬ 
ships of capitalism and the therefore 


countries have become too far away 
Of cause, our main issue is despite from achieving their goals, to rule 
the different socialistic routes, despite their people and countries. Even you 
the chaos and the confusion: who calls may say, they are not longer thus ac- 
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resulting effects. But revolutionaries 
must not surrender to the objective 
conditions. Their field of interest may 
not be restricted to their own country 
and the society, in which they are 
living. 

For us, we revolutionaries, Tur¬ 
kish, Kurdish, African, Asian, Latin- 
American, Middle-American, Euro¬ 
pean revolutionaries, all nations, all 
working peoples of the world are in 
our field of interest, their problems 
are our problems; we feel them inside 
us. Our ideas, our hearts are rapping 
for mankind. Our trust in the fight of 
the peoples, in the future of revolu¬ 
tion, in socialism and internationalism 
is great. We are determined on revo¬ 
lution in Turkey, and we demand in¬ 
ternational solidarity for the people. 

We, revolutionaries and socialists 
have to find a path for all our prob¬ 
lems to dissolve, no matter how com¬ 
plicated they are and how many diffi¬ 
cult processes are in front of us, and 
have to fight concrete struggle for our 
goals. If we are viewing the deadlock 
of the European socialists, the missing 
of politics is their unsuccessfulness, 
no matter which reasons they put for¬ 
ward. The subject to analyze for sol¬ 
ving the problems and what to do is 
possible is not the issue of this article. 
What we want to say is, that the 
European socialists are not aware of 
the developments in the Third World 
countries and are giving not enough 
support. 

Indeed Europe isn't confronted 
with poverty, suppression, torture, 
murder, massacres or similar serious 
problems. Because of this the 
European socialists consider their mis¬ 
sion restricted. They are satisfied with 


abstract ideological discussions or mi¬ 
nimal acting. The people of Latin- 
America, Africa or Asia cannot be en¬ 
gaged with problems (like, for exam¬ 
ple, pollution, ecological problems, 
suburbanizing and dissettlement of the 
landscape) far away from political 
life, and cannot be busy with 
academic research in the problems of 
cybernetics. These people suffer of 
poverty, suppression, prohibitions, 
massacres and other serious situations. 
By an economical-political point of 
view, it is in fact a question of death 
or life. These people are confronted 
with problems like inflation of 100 up 
to 500 percents, torture in daily life, 
assassinations in the street and legal 
suppression. By these reasons the 
revolutionaries and socialists of these 
countries are unable to be engaged in 
abstract ideological discussions or 
academic research or to restrict their 
life to small field of interest. In these 
countries there is no question for 
socialists which way to go. There is 
no crisis or missing perspective which 
goals to get. The strong fight for 
independence, democracy and 
socialism are clear aims in front of 
them. And they regard socialism not 
with any suspicion, but as the way for 
liberation. These are the objectives, to 
which we want to call attention our 
European friends. 

There is often spoken about solida¬ 
rity and international objectives, but 
we see, that the necessary support and 
organized active aid is not given to re¬ 
volutions, which are actually in strug¬ 
gle, and definite borders are not cros¬ 
sed. Maybe our terms appear very ab¬ 
stract, but the missing support is very 
concrete and burning, too. Likewise 


the missing support appears in beha¬ 
viour to the activities in the own 
country. 

At this point: we as revolutionaries 
from the neocolonized countries wish 
the people in Europe, who call them¬ 
selves socialists, the men and women, 
who defend socialism, the parties, or¬ 
ganizations and persons sympathizing 
with our peoples' pain and being 
aware of it. We want these men and 
women to be more aware of the people 
in the underdeveloped countries and to 
view the problems, contradictions and 
fights. We want these men and women 
to do, whatever they are able to do. 
That is what we do expect. 

We don't want the ideals of 
"peoples' living in equality and fra- 
temality'Y'the radical perspectives of 
struggle" and "solidarity and interna¬ 
tional tasks" to become meaningless 
slogans. Therefore we expect more ef¬ 
fort by our European friends. 

The fight against the world-wide 
aggressivity of imperialism, massacres 
of the people and sole rule by US-im- 
perialism, we want to develop more 
common efforts, we have to do uni¬ 
fied, organized actions and to fight to¬ 
gether. No disagreement may prevent 
us from doing that. 

All common steps to carry out this 
point, all efforts will be a case of bet¬ 
ter relationships and development. For 
that our European friends as parties, 
as organizations, as groups, as persons 
should give up their passivity on each 
level and face the world and life by 
revolutionary perspectives. 

The aggressivity of imperialism 
forces us to pay more attention to the 
international tasks.
